Onr Lord 
head or representative of his people. Adam brought sin 
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looking upon Isaac as dead for three days, Abraham 
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resurrection from the dead. Isaac's perfect obedience to 
his father, typical of our Lord's, who came not to do His 
own will, but the will of Him who sent Him. Subjects 
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Jesus Christ. The afflictions Jacob suffered typical of 
those the Lord Jesus Christ endured. Jacob left his 
father's house, and crossed the river Jordan with his 
staff; after a time returned with great riches and two 
bands. The Lord Jesus left His home in heaven, passed 
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respects a type of our Lord. Moses in the meekness of 
his temper, a type of our Lord. Also in the lustre of 
his face. As Moses was obliged to veU his face after he 
had communion with God, when he conversed with the 
Israelites, so our Lord veiled His Gk)dhead, and took upon 
Him our flesh, when He came to dwell on our earth. 
Moses likewise a type of our Lord in the miracles that 
he wrought. Subjects for texts on the history of Moses. 
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mised land. Our Lord brings His people safely to heayen. 
Joshua brought the Israelites through the river Jordan. 
Our Lord carries His people through the Jordan of 
death. Twelve stones set up for a memorial of the 
passage through Jordan. Our Lord appointed twelve 
apostles to be witnesses of His miracles. Joshua over- 
threw the city of Jericho with the aid of priests and 
trumpets. Topical of our Lord overthrowing the strong- 
holds of sin and Satan through the preaching of the 
Gospel Joshua saved the harlot Bahab. Typical of 
our Lord saving Qentiles as well as Jews. The scarlet 
line hung out by Bahab, a type of the blood of Christ, 
which is the security of the believer. Joshua victorious 
over the Canaanitish kings ; typical of our Lord getting 
complete victory over all His enemies. Subjects for texts 
on the histoiy of Joshua. 

Lesson IX.— DAVID. Page 114. 

David, which signifies. Beloved, bom at Bethlehem, the birth- 
place of our Lord. David, a type of our Lord as shep- 
herd and king. David persecuted by Saul; our Lord 
by Herod. Many priests suffered death on account of 
David; many innocent children on account of Christ. 
Both David and his Lord escaped. David forsaken and 
betrayed by an intimate friend; our Lord by Judas. 
David's victory over Goliath, typical of our Lord's 
victory over Satan. David conquering the stronghold 
of Zion, typical of our Lord purchasing the Gentile 
Church. The name David frequently applied to Christ. 
Subjects for texts on the history of David.

Solomon, a type of our Lord in respect of his great wisdom 
and knowledge.

our Lord three days and three nights in the grave. 
Jonah, being restored after three days to light, life, and 
liberty, typical of our Lord being raised from the dead 
the third day. Jonah preaching to the Ninevites ; typi- 
cal of our Lord, after His resurrection, preaching to the 
entiles by His twelve apostles. Jonah angiy because 
the Ninevites repented and were saved. Our Lord wept 
over the sinners in Jerusalem because they would not 
repent, and so perished. Subjects for texts on the his- 
tory of Jonah. 
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ADAM. 

Perhaps you none of you can tell me the 
meaning of a type. * It is taken from a Greek 
word which means a model, or figure, or 
pattern — a resemblance of something else. 
There are a great many types in Scripture, 
and I believe they all tend to the same end, 
which is to make us understand more clearly 
the work and character of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Many things are typical of Him, and many per- 
sons, I wish now to tell you about the persons 
that are types of our blessed Lord. 

We must always bear one thing in mind, 
which is, that the type is always much inferior 
to the antitype, or person represented. 

Of course it must be so when the Lord Jesus

Christ is the one prefigured ; because He must 
ever stand above, far above, all created beings : 
as much above man, as man is above the lowest 
reptile. Still, as man, the Lord Jesus is 
capable of being represented, or prefigured. 
There are points of reseniblance in the charac- 
ter and conduct of some holy men, that we are 
told in God's Word are typical of our Lord. 
In Rom. V. 14, we are told that Adam is a type 
of Christ : — " Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that had not 
sinned after the similitude of Adam's trans- 
gression, who is the figure of Him that was to 
come." 

At first sight I daresay it will seem strange 
to you that the man who brought sin and misery 
and death into the world, should be a type of 
our blessed Lord. But so it is ; and we often 
find, when we study God's Word, and get the 
teaching of God's Holy Spirit, that what we 
should have thought impossible, is nevertheless 
God's truth : and then we are surprised to find 
how blind and ignorant we are by nature. 

The Lord tells us this in 1 Cor. ii. 14: — 
** But the natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God, for they are foolishness 
unto him ; neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned." So that you 
fsee, to understand the types, or indeed any 
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part of God's Word, we require God's teaching. 
Whenever you read the Word of God, dear 
children, always pray for the teaching of His 
Spirit, which alone can enable you to profit by 
or understand it. 

Adam, then, was a type of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as being the first man, the first father, 
the first lord, or king, the first husband, and 
the first covenant head. Formed of the dust 
of the earth, Adam is called by St. Luke, in a 
sense peculiar to himself, the Son of God. 
(Luke iii. 38.) Adam was without father, 
without mother, made in the image and like- 
ness of God. (Gen. i. 27.) " So God created 
man in His own image, in the image of God 
created He him ; male and female created He 
them." Look, too, at Eph. iv. 24: — "And 
that ye put on the new man, which after God 
is created in righteousness and true holiness." 
Nothing had ever been like Adam before. 
Nothing was equal to him among all the works 
of God. He stood alone, the most glorious of 
all God's works. Now we shall see that in all 
these particulars Adam exactly represented or 
prefigured the Lord Jesus Christ. Our Lord 
was the first-born among many brethren in the 
world of grace. Look at Rom. viiL 29: — 
"For whom He did foreknow. He also did 
predestinate to be conformed to the image of 
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His Son, that He might be the firstborn among 
many brethren." Here you see He calls him- 
self the brother of all the real children of 
God. Lookout, too, Heb. ii. 11, 12: — "For 
both He that sanctifieth and they who are sanc- 
tified are all of one : for which cause He is not 
ashamed to call them brethren,, saying, I will 
declare my name unto my brethren, in the 
midst of the Church will I sing pi'aise unto 
thee." 

Again, our Lord, as man, had no father, as 
God, he had no mother; He was not, like 
Adam, formed of the dust of the earth, but in 
a manner equally miraculous, by the power of 
God. Thus we see that Adam was a type of 
Christ as the first man. Adam had a twofold 
nature, a body and a soul. Christ, too, had 
two natures, human and Divine. He was 
really and truly man, and he was really and 
truly God. Perhaps you can find texts that 
prove both these points. Adam, again, was 
the first father. All men are born in his 
image or likeness. They are not only like 
him in their bodies, they are like him in their 
disposition or nature. That is a sad, melan- 
choly likeness, that Adam hands down to every 
creature that is bom. When Adam sinned 
against God, he lost the image or spiritual 
likeness of God, his soul died. Now^ every 
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child that is born into the world is bom with a 
soul dead in trespasses and sins, a thoroughly 
sinful nature. There are a great many texts 
that show us this, such as Psa. li. 5; Job 
xiv. 4; Jer. xvii. 9; Eph, ii. 1 — 5. These 
texts tell us plainly that we are bom in a 
wretchedly sinful state. How long do you 
think we remain in this condition? Some 
people remain in it all their lives, die in it, and 
are lost in it. Others, by the great mercy of 
God, are delivered from it, and the Lord 
brings them out of this dreadful condition by 
sending His Holy Spirit into their hearts. I 
cannot pass on to show you how, in giving his 
own nature to his children, Adam was a type 
of our blessed Lord, without begging you to 
pray for that Holy Spirit, that your souls may 
have life, and that you may be delivered from 
this dreadful state. Remember, if this change 
is not wrought in you, you cannot be saved. 
John .iii. 3, — "Except a man be born again 
he cannot see the kingdom of God." But now 
let us see how in this respect Adam was a type 
of our blessed Lord. 

Adam, as the father of all, gives to all his 
likeness. From him we derive our natural 
life, and are like hira both in body and soul. 
So, from the Lord Jesus Christ, the everlasting 
Father, all the true children of God derive 
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their spiritual life. They^ too, bear His image. 
S Cor. iii. 18, — "But we aU, with open face 
beholding as in a glass the gloiy of the Lord, 
are changed into the same image from glory to 
glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord,** or^ 
as in the margin, '' by the Lord the Spirit." 

Imperfectly here, perfectly at His comings 
1 Cor. XV. 49, — ** And as we have borne the 
image of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly." So you see from 
Adam we get souls dead in trespasses and 
sins ; from the Lord Jesus Christ we get that 
blessed Spirit by which our souls are quickened 
or made alive. What a glorious difference ! 
Well may we say that the antitype is superior 
to the type! There is another respect, too, 
in which we see how superior the second 
Adam is to the first. Adam is only the remote, 
not the direct father of all. One generation 
goes and another comes. But the Lord Jesus 
Christ is the real, immediate Father of every 
one of His children. Each child of God gets 
his life from Him. Look at 1 Cor. xv. 45, — 
" And as it is written, the first man Adam was 
made a living soul ; the last Adam was made a 
quickening spirit." Adam was made a living 
soul, and gave natural life to those who were 
bom after him. The Lord Jesus Christ was 
made a quickening spirit, and gives spiritual 
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life to those who were dead in trespasses and 
sins. He, too, gives life, or quickens the 
bodies of His people at the resurrection, 
1 Cor. XV. 22, — " For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive." Again, 
Adam was king of the world. (Psa. viii. 3, 5, 6 ; 
and Gen. i. 28.) Adam soon lost this power, 
and became a wretched outcast instead of a king 
and companion of God. So much did sin for 
him^ and just so much it does for all who sin 
wilfully now. The Lord Jesus Christ is King 
in a far higher sense than Adam. Adam had 
not dominion over the whole world, but the 
Lord Jesus Christ has. Matt, xxviii. 18, — 
"And Jesus came and spake unto them, 
saying. All power is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth." So, look at Isaiah ix. 6, 7, — 
" For unto us a child is born, unto us a Son is 
given : and the government shall be upon His 
shoulder : and His name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, the mighty God, the ever- 
lasting Father, the Prince of Peace. Of the 
increase of His government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of David, and 
upon His kingdom, to order it, and to establish 
it with judgment and with justice from hence- 
forth even for ever." And Dan. vii. 14, — 
"And there was given Him dominion, and 
glory, and a kingdom, that all people, nations. 
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and languages, should serve Him : His domi- 
nion is an everlasting dominion, which shall not 
pass away, and His kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed." Here, too, we see how the 
type falls short of the antitype. Adam, as the 
husband of Eve, was a type of Christ, who 
is called the husband of His people. The 
Church, or true believers, are frequently called 
the bride in Scripture, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ the bridegroom. When the Lord gave 
Eve to be Adam's wife. He decreed that they 
should be oney saying. Gen. ii. 24, — "There- 
fore shall a man leave his father and his 
mother, and shall cleave unto his wife, and 
they two shall be one flesh." St. Paul, 
in his Epistle to the Ephesians, alludes to 
this when he is speaking of Christ and 
the Church. He declares marriage to be 
a type of the union between Christ and His 
people ; — that as man and wife are one, so are 
Christ and His Church. Read from the 5th 
chapter of the Ephesians, beginning at the 
22d verse, to the end of the chapter. Here 
you see the Church, or true believers, are said 
to be members of His body. And St. Paul 
tells us (I Cor. xii. 27), "this is a g eat 
mystery ; " we feel it to be so, but we know it 
is God's truth, and so we must believe it. It , 
is a great comfort to all the children of God if 
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they understand it aright. A man, you know, is 
answerable for all his wife's debts, — he is obliged 
to pay them all, even the debts she may have 
contracted before her marriage. So, Christ 
is answerable for the sins of His people, — the 
sins they committed before they were made 
one with Him by faith, as well as those they 
have committed since. Now, do think what a 
blessed thing it is to be one of Christ's dear 
people ! Oh, never rest until you know that 
you are brought into Christ's family, made one 
with Him by faith, and then you shall be for 
ever free from condemnation. The manner of 
Adam's marriage with Eve is tjrpical of Christ's 
union with the Church. Adam was thrown 
into a deep sleep, and one of his ribs taken 
out, and so Eve was formed, and the Lord 
closed up Adam's flesh, and he was healed. 
Adam received this last, best gift of God, and 
acknowledged it to*be bone of his bone, and 
flesh of his flesh. Our Lord Jesus Christ slept 
• the sleep of death that He might give life to 
His Church, His side was pierced with a 
spear, and forthwith came thereout blood and 
water. Blood: that His people might be 
cleansed from sin ; water : that they might be 
sanctified by His Spirit. (1 John i. 7; Eph. 
v. 7.) Jesus, you see, became both Father 
and husband to His Church. When He rose 
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from the dead. His wounds were healed, he 
rose a glorious conqueror, and triumphed over 
sin and Satan. 

Jesus, too, left His Father and mother that 
He might cleave unto the Church. Left His 
Father in heaven, when He came down to this 
sinful world ; left his mother, the Virgin Mary, 
when he ascended up to heaven. So we see 
that in many respects Adam was a very 
striking type of the Lord Jesus Christ. I am 
going now to speak of the last respect in which 
I helieve Adam to have been a type of our 
blessed Lord, and it is a very painful one. I 
mean as the covenant head or representative. 
You will understand this with a little attention. 
Adam, as the first man, the father of all who 
should afterwards be born, may be said to be 
OUT representative — the one who stands for all. 
Well would it have been if Adam had stood ; 
but, alas ! he fell, and, in his fall, all mankind 
fell too. Every man or woman that has ever 
been born since, except the blessed Saviour, 
has come into the world under the curse, for 
Adam's sin. Adam's sin, you see, did not 
only affect himself, but the whole world. As 
our covenant head or representative, when 
Adam fell, we all fell. A sad inheritance we 
all have from Adam. Perhaps you will be 
surprised at first when I tell you that it is in 
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this respect most especially that Adam was a 
type of our blessed Lord. Adam, we have 
seen, brought death, and sin, and a curse upon 
all mankind. The Lord Jesus Christ brought 
life, and righteousness, and salvation to all His 
people. Turn to the 5th of Romans. Read 
from the 12th to the 19th verse. Now, see 
the type and the antitype. 

What a glorious diflference ! Just as surely 
as Adam brought death on all, does the Lord 
Jesus Christ bring life. The 17th and 18th 
verses tell us that as certainly as Adam brought 
death and sin upon us, does the Lord Jesus 
Christ bring life and righteousness. So, too, 
as Adam through his fall gave us a very sinful 
nature, and we have all sinned, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, by having kept every commandment of 
God, has a perfect righteousness to give to 
every one of His people. The first Adam 
disobeyed a very easy command ; the second 
Adam obeyed all the commandments of God. 
The first Adam was tempted in Paradise, and 
fell. The second was tempted in the wilder- 
ness, and conquered. The first Adam, breaking 
the law in one point, was guilty of all. The 
second Adam, so far from breaking one, kept 
all. We are born into the world dead in sin, 
through the sin we did not commit. As soon 
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as we are born into the family of Christ, we 
are made alive, and counted righteous, through 
the righteousness we could not work out our- 
selves. Dead through Adam, alive through 
Christ. Condemned for the sake of Adam, 
justified for the sake of Christ. Adam, so far 
from being able to give life and righteousness 
to his children, could not keep his own ; but 
the Lord Jesus Christ kept every one of the 
laws of God that He might have a perfect right- 
eousness to give to His people. The first Adam 
was driven out from the beautiful garden of 
Eden, and forbidden to approach the tree of 
life. The second Adam has opened the way for 
His people into a far more glorious place, even 
the heavenly Jerusalem. He promises, too, that 
His people shall have access to the tree of life. 
Rev. ii. 7, — " To him that overcometh will I 
give to eat of the tree of life, which is in the 
midst of the paradise of God." Look, too, at 
Rev. xxii. 2 : — " In the midst of the street of 
it, and on either side of the river, was the tree 
of life, which bare twelve manner of fruits, 
and yielded her fruit every month: and the 
leaves of this tree were for the healing of the 
nations." Again, verse 14 : Blessed are 
they that do His commandments, that they 
may have right to the tree of life, and may 
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enter in through the gates into the city." This 
tree of life seems to be the first blessing lost 
through Adam's sin ; — the last that is restored 
tlu'ough Christ's righteousness. Dear children, 
let the history of Adam lead us to think more 
of Christ — to see more plainly how supe- 
rior He is to every created being. Never 
forget that the benefit to be got from 
studying the types of our blessed Lord, is 
seeing more of His excellence, and being led 
to love Him more. The study of Adam's 
character and history should lead us to think 
much of, and dread much, the consequences of 
siru Just think what dreadful misery came 
upon the world through that one transgression 
of Adam and Eve. How little they thought 
what would come of it ! And when we sin, 
how little we know what will come of it ! Let 
this thought make you fear sin more than 
anything. Never say, it is only this once: 
one more sin can make no great difierence — 
no great harm can come of that. Perhaps 
Adam thought so when he ate the forbidden 
fruit; but see what harm did come of it! 
Remember, you never can tell what harm, 
what misery, what curse, you may bring upon 
yourself or others by sinning, as yoii may 
resolve, onhf this once. Let the history of Adam, 
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too, as a type of our blessed Lord, lead you 
to consider to whom you belong. All by 
nature belong to the first Adam, and, as I said 
before, many belong to him, and him only, all 
their lives. But if this is the case with you, 
you must perish. Unless you get an interest 
in the second Adam, Christ, you cannot be 
saved. Unless Christ is to you by grace what 
Adam is by nature — your Father, your head, 
your representative — ^you will assuredly be lost. 
Adam gives you an inheritance of sin, and 
death, and hell* Christ gives His people 
pardon, righteousness, and everlasting life. 
You cannot help belonging to the first Adam, 
but it will be your own fault if you do not 
belong to the second. Let the study of Adam 
as a type of our blessed Lord lead you to 
resolve to give yourself to Jesus, and then, 
indeed, it will not have been in vain.

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NOAH. 

I AM going to tell you to-day about a very 
remarkable type of the Lord Jesus Christ : 
Noah. His name would lead us to expect him 
to be a type of our blessed Lord, for it signifies 
rest, or comfort. Genesis v. 29 : " And ho 
called his name Noah, saying. This same shall 
comfort us concerning the work and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which the Lord 
hath cursed." 

I need not say that it is in the Lord Jesus 
Christ alone that we can find rest. Look at 
Matt. xi. 28, 29, and read His gracious invita- 
tion, " Come unto me, all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I will give you rest; 
take my yoke upon you, and learn of me, for 
I am meek and lowly in heart : and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls." Noah was a type 
of the Lord Jesus Christ in two respects 
especially. In his long patience in preaching 
during the 120 years he was building the ark, 
and in saving all who belonged to him. 
Every stroke of Noah's hammer was a sermon ; 
he went patiently on for 120 years preaching 
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to the ungodly world, and warning them of 
the destruction that was coming on the earth* 
2 Pet. ii. 5, — " And spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person, a preacher 
of righteousness, bringing in the flood upon 
the world of the ungodly." But none would 
listen. Only his own family would believe 
him. So, all but his own, perished. It is 
pleasant to think of Noah as a type of our Lord 
in saving all who did believe him. How happy 
and safe they must have felt when the Lord 
had shut them safe in the arkl He did not 
send them there alone, He went with them. 
Look at Gen. vii. 1 : — " And the Lord said 
unto Noah, Come thou and all thy house into 
the ark ; for thee have I seen righteous before 
me in this generation." You see the Lord 
was there. He did not say go, but come. You 
should take notice, too, that the Lord says, 
thee have I seen righteous before me in this 
generation. Out of all that great number of 
people, the Lord saw one man that loved Him« 
One that remembered that God's eye was 
always on him. One that walked before Him« 
One that tried to please Him. And do you 
think it is not the same now t If there is one 
among you that is trying to please God — one 
that lifts up his heart to Jesus — one that turns 
away from sin, and prays for the Holy Spirit 

c 
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to change his heart ;— do yon think God doeii 
not love and watch that one ? I am sure He 
4oes^ and not one prayer shall ever be lost^ not 
one effort to do God's will shall ever he for- 
gotten or unrewarded. Noah and his family 
must have felt very happy when they found 
themselves safe in the ark. Think how. great 
the fear and agony must have been of those 
who were left out! At. first, I daresay they 
thought it was only a very wet season. Then 
they thought, I suppose, that there was a fiood^ 
but it would sbon pass off. Perhaps they went 
upstairs, and at last to the tops of their housesb 
Most likely those who could, climbed up the 
trees, or the highest mountains, but all was in 
vain ! Oh, how they must have wished, theTif 
that they were safe in the ark ! Some of them 
could see it sailing safely on the top of the 
waters ! Still, they were shut out ! They had 
no other place to go to. They saw the waters 
rising up higher and higher; many thought 
of Noah then, and wished, oh, how they 
wished that they had listened to himl 
But it was too late ! Can't you imagine how 
they must have. shrieked as they saw the waters 
rising up to their very heads, and felt that 
there was no escape ! no hope ! Dear children^ 
remember there is a day coming which will be 
more dreadful to every unconverted sinner-?: 
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the day in which the Lord Jesus shall come to 
judge the world. This dreadful deluge we have 
been reading about is only a faint type of that 
day. It will be too late then to cry for mercy ! 
Look at Luke xiii. 25 : " When once the 
master of the house hath risen up^ and hath 
phut to the doprj and ye begin to stand without, 
and to knock at the door, saying. Lord, Lor4i 
open unto us ; and he shall answer and say unto 
you, I know you not whence ye are." So, toq, 
Matt.xxY. 10, 11, 12. You should not puj; 
off going to the Lord Jesus; go at once; tell 
him what a sinner you are, and ask Him to 
blot out your sins in His precious blood, sq 
shall you too be safe in the day of God's 
judgment. It was ]>y faith that Noah and his 
bousehold were saved from death. Heb. xi. 7, 
^— " By faith Noah, being warned of God 
of things not seen as yet, moved with fear, 
prepared an ark to the saving of his house.; 
by the which be condemned the world, and 
became heii: of the righteousness which is 
by faitb**' . Let us take heed to this. It was 
Jfyqm want of faith that the world perished. If 
they had believed I^og^h they would have been 
admitted into the ark. It is just the same now. 
AH. the sins th^t you commit proceed from want 
of faith. If you did really believe what you 
read in the Bible— if you had i^eal faith in thf

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Lord Jesus Christ — ^you vrould hate and dread 
sin more than any thing. But those who have 
no faith, make light of sin. Pray then, dear 
children, to the Lord to increase your faith. 
Often lift up your hearts to the Lord, and say, 
'* Lord, increase my faith ; " and the Lord will 
hear and answer you, and you shall have joy 
and peace in believing, 

Noah was a type of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
too, in the unfruitfulness of His ministry. Very 
few, you see, listened to Noah ; very few be- 
lieved in Christ. Only eight persons were saved 
in the dreadful deluge ; and our Lord tells us, 
that many are called, but few chosen. (Matt. 
XX. 16.) Again, Matt. vii. 13, 14,— "Enter 
ye in at the strait gate : for wide is the gate, 
and broad is the way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be which go in thereat : 
because strait is the gate, and narrow is the 
way, which leadeth unto life, and few there be 
that find it." You see it was the same in our 
blessed Lord's time as it was in Noah's, and, I 
fear, it is the same in our time also. It is not 
the many, hut the few that have real faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Do not think that 
there is safety in numbers; that if you are like 
other people, that will do. It will not do. I 
dare say the numbers that heard Noah preach, 
and that knew of his building the ark, said 
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tbey were as good as the rest, and that God 
was too good to drown so many people — such a 
merciful God would never do that. Mind^ 
dear children, that the devil does not deceive 
you. God will keep His Word ; and that Word 
declares, that every one that does not get the 
Holy Spirit to change his heart and make him 
a new creature shall perish. (John iii. 3 ; Gal. 
yi. 15 ; Rom. viii. 9 ; 2 Cor. v. 17.) 
- Many things connected with Noah are also 
typical. 

1. The Ark. All who were in the ark were 
safe; so, all who are in the true Church of 
Christ are safe also. By which I mean all who 
are in Christ, and Christ in them by his Spirit. 
As Christ and his Church axe one, so we may 
say, that the ark is a type both of Christ and 
His Church. The Church, which signifies true 
believers, is constantly compared to a building, 
a temple, in which Christ dwells by his Spirit. 
(1 Cor. iu. 16, 17 ; 2 Con vi. 16 ; 1 Cor. vi. 19 ; 
Eph. ii. 21, 22.) 

There are several things too, in the ark, that 
we must notice. 1. There was only one door in 
it. (Gen. vi. 19.) "A window shalt thou make 
to the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish it 
above ; and the door of the ark shalt thou set in 
the side thereof: with lower, second, and third 
stories shalt thou make it." 
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So there is but one way of being saved, wbicfr 
is by Christ, who calls Himself the Door, 
(John X. 9.) " I am the Door ; by Me if any 
man enter in, he shall be saved.*' So again 
(John xiv. 6), " I am the Way, and the Truth, 
and the Life. No man cometh unto the Father 
but by Me." 

We must notice, too, the window, which was 
to give light to those which were within. Does 
liot this remind you of what Jesus said of Him- 
self (John xii. 46), "I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever beilieveth on Me should 
not abide in darkness ; " and (John viii. 12), 
" I am the Light of the world ; He that fol- 
loweth Me shall not walk in darkness, but shall 
have the Light of life." (John ix. 5.) " As 
long as I am in the world I am the Light of the 
world." These texts teach us that we must get 
light or teaching from the Lord Jesus. We 
read that He did give His disciples this light. 
(Luke xxiv. 46.) "Then opened He their 
understanding, that they might understand the^ 
Scriptures ; " and He is willing to give it to us 
Aow. 

There were different rooms, too, in the ark, 
and this may signify that there are persons of 
different names or denominations, but who, 
neverthless, being in the ark, that is, Christ, are 
in His sight all one. Our Lord alludes to this; 
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when He 'says (John x. 16), "And other sheep' 
I have which'are not of this fold ; them also P 
must bring, and they shall hear my. voice, and 
there shall be one fold and one Shepherd.^" 

We must not forget the dove, and I think, 
like the ark, the dove is a type, both of Christ! 
and His Church. The dove, as the mesisehger: 
of peace, vrith an olive branch in its mcuth, re-- 
minds us of the Spirit of the Lord Jesua 
Christ, which brings peace to. the sinner's 
heart. We read. Matt. iii. 16,.'" And Jesus, 
when He was.baptized, went up straightway out 
of the water ; and lo, the heavens were opened 
unto Him, and He saw the Spirit of ' God 
descending like a dove, and lighting upbn 
Him." The dove, too, was a type of the 
Church. When the dove left the ark she could 
find no rest until she came back. So when a 
true child of God strays away into forbiddea 
paths,, there is no peace for that child until he< 
returns unto his true rest. If a true believer is. 
tempted to seek happiness in the world, and for 
a time forsakes the ordinances of Christy or 
leaves off walking closely with God, there is no- 
peace in that course, — no rest until he returns 
to his slighted Saviour, — no happiness until the 
Spirit has led him back to Jesus, the true Ark,^^ 
and he is once more safe and happy. 

Noah, again^iwas a type of the Lord Jesus^ 
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when he offered up sacrifice on coming out of 
the ark. (Gen. viii. 20, 21.) "And Noah 
builded an altar unto the Lord, and took of 
every clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt offerings on the altar. And the 
Lord smelled a sweet savour : and the Lord said 
in his heart, I will not again curse the ground 
any more for man's sake; for the imagination of 
man's heart is evil from his youth : neither will 
I again smite any more every living thing as I 
have done." This leads us to think of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who, we read Eph. v. 2, " hath 
given Himself for us, an offering and a sacrifice 
to God for a sweet smelling savour.** 

The Lord was well pleased with Noah on 
account of his sacrifice, and, as we read in the 
margin, " He smelled a savour of rest ; " He 
promised He would not destroy the world 
again by water. Gen. viii. 22, — " While the 
earth remaineth, seedtime and harvest, and 
cold and heat, and summer and winter, and 
day and night, shall not cease.** So, for the 
sake of the Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord pro^ 
mises that all who believe in Him shall bo 
saved. Speaking to His people, the Lord saysj 
Isa. liv. 9, 10, — " For this is as the waters of 
Noah unto me : for as I have sworn that the 
waters of Noah should no more go over the. 
^arth; so have I sworn that I would not.be 
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wroth with thee nor rebuke thee. For the 
mountains shall depart, and the hills be re- 
moved ; but my kindness shall not depart from 
thee, neither shall the covenant of my peace 
be removed, saith the Lord that hath mercy on 
thee." 

The Lord not only made this covenant with 
Noah, but He gave a sign of it. It is sup- 
posed that a rainbow had never been seen 
before. Read Gen. ix. 12—16 : " And God 
said, This is the token of the covenant which I 
make between me and you, and every living 
creature that is with you, for perpetual genera- 
tions. I do set my bow in the cloud, and 
it shall be for a token of a covenant between 
me and the earth. And it shall come to 
pass, when I bring a cloud over the earth, that 
the bow shall be seen in the cloud. And 
I vdU remember my covenant, which is be- 
tween me and you and every living creature 
of all flesh: and the waters shall no more 
become a flood to destroy all flesh. And 
the bow shall be in the cloud ; and I will look 
upon it, that I may remember the everlasting 
covenant between God and every living crea- 
ture of all flesh that is upon the earth." God 
graciously gave this sign that His people might 
have their faith strengthened and their hearts 
Qomforted. It was not only to remind us of 
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the promise that this world should not be' 
drowned again, but also to make us think 
of the better covenant that God has made 
with His dear Son to save all who believe,' 
That rainbow is an emblem of mercy. There 
is a bow, but no arrow, no wrath. The bow is' 
turned away from us, heavenwards, in token of 
reconciliation. Read Rev. iv. 2, 8 : " And 
immediately I was in the spirit, and behold a 
throne was set in heaven, and one sat on the 
throne. And He that sat was to look upon 
like a jasper and a sardine stone; and there 
was a rainbow round about the throne, in sight* 
like unto an emerald." We ciannot doubt who it 
was that sat upon that throne. It could be 
only our Lord Jesus Christ, and He wad en- 
circled with a rainbow, the emblem of mercy. 
We read of the same blessed emblem in 
Rev. X. 1, and again in Ezek. i. 28 : " As thel 
appearance of the bow that is in the cloud in 
the day of rain, so was the appearance of the 
brightness round about. This was the appear- 
ance of the likeness of the glory of the Lord."^ 
Yes, this was the appearance of the glory of the 
Lord. Mark that. It is the glory ^ the deUght' 
of the Lord to show mercy. He loves to save.' 
He loves to hear us pray. Go, then, to the 
Lord Jesus Christ in prayer, and remember 
when you go that He loves you as no one on* 
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earth has ever loved you. Beg Him to take 
all your sins and blot them out in His precious 
blood. So, when you see a rainbow in the 
clouds, you may rejoice, and feel that it is a 
token of the everlasting covenant by which 
you shall be happy for ever.

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MELCHIZEDEK. 

I AM going to-day to speak to you about Mel- 
chizedek. He was a very remarkable type of 
our blessed Lord. There is a great deal that 
is very mysterious in his history, both in what 
is revealed, and what is hidden from us. You 
must ask the Lord to make the subject profit- 
able by the teaching of His Holy Spirit. He 
can make hard things plain, if we simply look 
up to Him in an humble dependance on His 
teaching. The first time Melchizedek is men- 
tioned in Scripture is in the 14th chapter of 
Genesis. If you turn to that chapter, you 
will see that he went to meet Abraham just as 
he was returning from a great victory. I do 
not like quite to pass over that occasion, 
though it does not strictly belong to our 
subject. But there is a valuable lesson to 
be learned from it. Lot had been living in 
Sodom, and when the king of that city was 
conquered and carried away. Lot also was 
taken prisoner, and his family. Bera, King 
of Sodom, as well as the other inhabitants 
of that city, were also taken captive. Abra- 
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ham, hearing that his nephew Lot was among 
the prisoners, determined to go and deliver him. 
This he did, and brought back Lot, as well 
as the other inhabitants of Sodom, and all their 
goods. Now, what I would ask you to notice 
is, how very great a blessing one person may 
be ! It was for the sake of Lot that all the 
rest got their liberty. There are other in- 
stances in Scripture of many being blessed for 
the sake of one. If you can find them out, 
bring them next Sunday. In the meantime 
lay the lesson to heart, dear children. Most 
of you have brothers and sisters: if they see 
that you really love Jesus, that your greatest 
wish is to do His will, it is very likely that 
you may be the means of winning them to 
love Him. Others too, besides your own family, 
may be led by your example, if, indeed, it 
is a holy one. Just think what a happiness it 
would be to be the means of bringing one soul 
to Jesus. If you really have become a child 
of God yourself, it is a sure thing that you 
mtist be a blessing to others. But we must go 
on to Melchizedek. It was after Abraham had 
got the victory over the five kings, when he 
was returning home, that he met Melchizedek, 
Melchizedek brought forth bread and wine, 
and blessed Abraham. Now^ we find how 
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Melchizedek was indeed a striking type of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

1. We must notice his name — Melchizedek, 
which signifies King of Righteousness.^ Hera 
we see he was a type of our Lord, who is the 
King of Righteousness. When our Lord was 
upon earthy He worked out a perfect human 
righteousness. He kept every commandment 
of God perfectly. He never sinned once, by 
.thought, word, or deed ; nor .did He ever fail 
to do one single thing that God commanded 
Jiim to do. He did not require this righteous- 
ness for Himself. As God, He was perfectly 
righteous, but He woi:ked out this human 
righteousness that He might give it to His 
people. They, you know, have none that they 
could bring to God. The most holy action of 
the most holy saint requires the precious blood 
of Christ to cleanse it, and make it acceptable 
to God. Isaiah Ixiv. 6 : '* But we are all as 
an unclean thing, and all our righteousnesses 
are as filthy rags." Jesus is the only One 
who ever kept God's law perfectly, and this 
righteousness of His He can give away. And 
He does give it to every one that really believes 
in Him. Look out Rom. iii. 20 — ^23 ; Rom. 
X. 4 ; 2 Cor. v. 21 ; 1 Cor. i. 80. All these 
passages speak of Christ as putting Hi9 
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righteousness on those who truly believe in 
Him. Setting it down to their account as if 
it really was their own. St. Paul, you know, 
was a holy man .; if any one could stand before 
God in his own righteousness., it would be him, I 
suppose. But see how he speaks of himself : — 
Phil. iii. 9, — ".And be found in Him, not 
having mine own righteousness, which is of 
the law, but that which is through the faith 
of Christ, the righteousness which is of God 
by faith." 

Isaiah, too, rejoiced in Christ's righteoua- 
ness. Look out Isa. Ixi. 10: "I will greatly 
rejoice in the Lord ; my soul shall be joyful in 
my God; for He hath clothed me with the 
garments of salvation, he hath covered me with 
the robe of righteousness, as a bridegroom 
decketh himself with ornaments, and as a 
bride adorneth herself with her jewels." David 
also looked to the righteousness of Christ. 
Psa. Ixxxix. 16 : " In thy name shall they 
rejoice all the day; and in thy righteousness 
shall they be exalted." If these men of God 
felt their need of a better righteousness than 
their own, do you not think we must do so 
too ? So, Melchizedek was first of all a type 
of our Lord as being king of righteousness. 
He was, too. King of Salem, which signifies 
peace ; and is not Jesus the Prince of Peace ? 
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We know that that is one of His titles (lsa« 
ix. 6) I and He is King of Peace to you, if He 
is King of Righteousness* There is no real 
peace until Jesus gives it. It was His last 
legacy, John xiv. 27 : " Peace I leave with 
you; my peace I give unto you; not as the 
world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid." It 
is given to all who believe, to all who go to 
Him. So you see Melchizedek was a type of 
our Lord, as being king of righteousness and 
king of Salem, probably the very Jeru- 
salem that our Lord shall reign over when 
He comes again. Melchizedek brought forth 
bread and wine to refresh and strengthen 
Abraham and his followers ; and does not the 
Lord Jesus feed His people with the bread of 
life ? Look at John vi. 35, 52, 56. Melchi- 
zedek was not only a king, he was also priest 
of the Most High God. Our blessed Lord 
was Prophet, Priest, and King. I told you 
that every type fell far short of the antitype. 
Melchizedek was king and priest, but not 
prophet. David was king and prophet, but 
not priest. There is no character, except our 
blessed Lord, that combines these three oiBices* 
The Lord did not allow a king to be a priest. 
Three kings were punished for daring to usurp 
the priest's office. Perhaps you can find them 
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out by next Sunday. Melchizedek, however, 
was both king and priest. He was the greatest 
human priest that ever lived, and so, a fitting 
type of our Lord Jesus Christ, our great High 
Priest. "We read. Gen. xiv. 20, that Melchi- 
zedek blessed Abram. So our Lord came to 
bless the children of Abraham, in turning 
them away from their iniquities. Acts iii. 26, 
— " Unto you first God, having raised up His 
Son Jesus, sent Him to bless you, in turning 
away every one of you from his iniquities." 

Then we read, too, that Abram paid tithes to 
Melchizedek, a proof that Melchizedek was a 
greater man than Abraham, and a greater priest 
than Aaron. St. Paul tells us this in Heb. 
vii. 4 — 7 : " Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch Abraham 
gave the tenth of the spoils. And verily they 
that are of the sons of Levi, who receive the office 
of the priesthood, have a commandment to take 
tithes of the people according to the law, that 
is, of their brethren, though they come out of 
the loins of Abraham : but He whose descent 
is not counted from them received tithes of 
Abraham, and blessed Him that had the pro- 
mises. And without all contradiction the less is 
blessed of the better." You see Levi paid 
tithes to Melchizedek, Abraham being an 
ancestor of Levi; and St. Paul draws our 

D 
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attention to it to show how very great a priest 
Melchizedek was. Seven times is our Lord 
called a High Priest after the order of Melchi-> 
zedeky in the 5th, 6th, and 7th chapters of the 
Epistle to the Hehrews. David too, mentions it, 
when speaking of the future glory of Christ's 
kingdom. Psa. ex. 4, — " The Lord hath sworn, 
and will not repent. Thou art a priest for ever 
after the order of Melchizedek." Abraham, 
we see, paid tithes to Melchizedek, as to a 
priest, and Christians offer, not tithes to their 
great High Priest, but all that they have and 
are. They present their bodies a living sacri- 
fice unto God. Bom. xii. 1, — " I beseech you 
therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God^ 
that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service." There are other things 
to be noticed in Melchizedek, which are 
plainly typical of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
What is concealed in Melchizedek's history 
shows him to be a type of our blessed Lord, as 
well as what is told us — his birth, his death, 
from whom he descended, all is unknown to us. 
We read in Hebrews vii. 3 that he was "with- 
out father, without mother, without descent, 
having neither beginning of days, nor end of 
life ; but made like unto the Son of God ; 
abideth a high priest continually.'^ That is to 
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say, he was so in history. All these parti- 
culars are hidden, and Melchizedek was in 
history what our Lord Jesus Christ was in 
reality, without father as man, without mother 
as God! 

We noticed this in the history of Adam. 
Melchizedek was a greater priest than any that 
came from Levi, and our Blessed Lord we know 
is the one great High Priest who can alone take 
away our sins. All other priests died, hut Jesus 
ever liveth to make intercession for his people. 
Jesus died, it is true, hut even in death He was 
priest, as well as the sacrifice. Melchizedek is 
spoken of as if he were immortal ; he is the 
shadow, as it were, of our Blessed Lord, who 
really is so. Let the study of Melchizedek lead 
us to see more of the excellence of our Blessed 
Saviour. Remember, that is the use of study- 
ing the types. If we are not led to see more of 
the preciousness of Christ, — if we do not learn 
more of Him in the type, — our study is a vain 
one. 

From the first chapter of Genesis to the last 
of Revelation, whether we study types or pro- 
phecy or promises, Christ is to be found in aU. 
Happy they who see the most of Jesus, who 
learn most of Him, and who, through that 
blessed study, become most like Him. 2 Con 
iii. 18, — " But we all, with open face beholding 
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as in a glass the gloiy of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image, from glory to glory, even 
as by the Spirit of the Lord." 

The study of Melchizedek, as a type of our 
Blessed Lord, should lead you to think of two 
things : — 

1st. We have seen that Melchizedek was a 
type of the Lord Jesus Christ, in being both a 
priest and a King. Now, we ought to examine 
our own hearts, and see if Christ is a King and 
a Priest to us. Is He your King ? by which I 
mean, Does He reign in your heart ? We know 
that two kings cannot reign at the same time, in 
the same place. Christ and Satan cannot reign 
in the same heart. But one of them reigns in 
every heart. Which is reigning in yours ? We 
know that Satan reigns in us all, until he is 
displaced, and overcome by Christ ; but Christ 
is stronger than he, and is willing to overcome 
him, if you will ask Him to do so. Think, 
then, which is your King ? Has Christ by His 
Spirit cast Satan out of your heart ? If not; 
lose no time in begging Him. to come and dweU 
in you, and rule and govern you, and Satan 
shall be displaced and overcome as surely as the 
idol god Dagon fell down before the ark of 
God. 

The second question you have to ask must 
depend upon the answer you can give to the 
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first. If the Lord Jesus Christ is your King of 
Bighteousness^ He is also your King of Peace. 
He can never be one without being the other. 
Let Him reign in your heart as your King ; by 
which I mean, give up your will to Him in all 
things, and make it the great business of your 
life to serve Him. Strive to keep His com- 
mandments, and never allow yourself to do what 
He forbids, and Jesus will then be your King of 
Peace. You will then feel great peace; you do 
not know how great. No one knows what this 
peace is, until they have it themselves. Go, 
then, to Jesus ; give Him your heart, and beg 
Him to come and reign in it, and dwell in it by 
His Spirit ; so shall you, indeed, be happy, the 
loving subject of a loving King, the blessed 
child of a loving Father.

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ISAAC. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting types of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is Isaac. His history, 
no doubt, is familiar to most of us, but there 
are some points in his character that, perhaps, 
we have never sufficiently studied, that we 
should do well to imitate. We can hardly 
speak of Isaac without noticing also the extra- 
ordinary faith and obedience of Abraham. 
You all know, of course, that for very many 
years Abraham and Sarai had no child, but 
God had promised that they should, and they 
waited for a long time for this promised 
blessing, until they became both of them very 
old people. Still God assured them from time 
to time that they certainly should have a son at 
the time appointed ; and no doubt it was for a 
wise purpose that their faith was so much tried 
by being kept waiting so long. In Kke manner 
the Jews waited a long time for the promised 
Saviour. The Lord promised that He would 
send a Saviour from the time that Adam and 
Eve sinned, and repeated that promise again 
and again. There are prophecies of Christ as 
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the Saviour of the world in almost every book 
in the Old Testament. We find our blessed Lord 
spoken of either in type, or prophecy, or pro- 
mise in every book in the Old Testament except, 
perhaps, one. I shall not tell you which that one is, 
but I shall expect you to bring a proof from all 
the others that our Lord was promised either 
directly by actual promise^ or, indirectly, by 
type or prophecy. All the pious Jews longed 
ardently for the promised Saviour. Every 
Jewish woman hoped she might be the mother 
of the Messiah : of course I mean those who 
were enlightened, and looking for the coming 
of Christ. We read of Simeon (Luke ii. 25), 
— " that the same man was just and devout, 
waiting for the consolation of Israel." As 
soon as he had seen the infant Saviour, he was 
willing and even anxious to die ; he had 
nothing more to desire here, and we may 
suppose the same of Anna also, and others 
who are not mentioned. At last the Lord ful- 
filled His promise to Abraham and Sarai, and 
Isaac was bom. The Lord had repeatedly told 
Abraham that He would make of him a great 
nation : that his seed should be as the stars of 
heaven for multitude ; that if he could count 
them, he might count his seed. But far more 
than this, the Lord promised that the Saviour 
of the world should proceed from Him. 
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Gen. xii. 2, — "And I will make of thee a 
great nation, and I will bless thee and make 
thy name great, and thou shalt he a blessing.*' 
"And I will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse them that curse thee ; and in thee shall 
all families of the earth be blessed." This 
promise, we know, could only apply to the 
coming of Christ, and we are sure it must 
have been great joy to Abraham to hear 
that Christ was to descend from him. Our 
Lord tells us, John viii. 56, — "Your father 
Abraham rejoiced to see my day, and he saw it 
and was glad." We may imagine what an 
honour Abraham must have felt it to be the 
ancestor of the Saviour of the world ! At last 
this child, so long hoped for, so long prayed 
for, was born, and great was the joy of Sarai 
and Abraham. 

Their happiness is very simply and beauti- 
fully described; and they called their child 
Isaac, which signifies laughter. Gen. xxi. 6, — 
" And Sarah said, God hath made me to laugh, 
so that all that hear will laugh with me." We 
do not read of Isaac causing them any trouble. 
There is every reason to suppose that he was 
an obedient, dutiful son always, for if he had 
not been so as a child, it is not likely he would 
have been so as a man. We may suppose, 
therefore, that Sarah, Abraham, and Isaac 
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were very happy together for many years. At 
last, however, a heavy trial is sent — a. dark 
cloud comes over them. When Isaac was 
about five-and-twenty years old, it pleased 
God to try Abraham's faith, and, indeed, 
Isaac's also, in a very remarkable manner. 
We must read this account in Gen. xxii. 1 — 14*. 
Now, let us see in what respects Isaac was a 
type of our blessed Lord. 

1st. In willingly offering himself up as a 
sacrifice at the command of his Father. 

You must recollect that Abraham was a 
very old man. Isaac was a strong young man, 
in the full vigour of life, and could easily have 
prevented Abraham from offering him up. 
But he meekly submitted to the will of his 
Father, and suffered himself to be bound and 
laid on the altar. In thus offering himself up 
a willing sacrifice, he was a striking type of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who always speaks of 
His death as His own voluntary act. John x. 
17, 18, — "Therefore doth my Father love me, 
because I lay down my life that I might take 
it again. No man taketh it from me, but I 
lay it down of myself. I have power to lay it 
down, and I have power to take it again. 
This commandment have I received of my 
Father." And in Heb. ix. 14, — " How much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who through 
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the eternal Spirit offered Himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from dead 
works to serve the living God." It is Christ 
who offers up Himself; He tells us that His 
Father loves Him for that very reason. 

Abraham and Isaac seem to have had but 
one will in the matter; and we know that the 
Father and Son, the great God and our Lord 
Jesus Christ, were equally of one mind. 
Never think it was because the Jews were 
wicked, that Jesus was crucified. As St. Peter 
told them in his first sermon on the day of 
Pentecost, Acts ii. 23, — "Him being taken 
and deUvered by the determinate counsel and 
foreknowledge of God, ye have taken, and by 
wicked hands have crucified and slain." It 
was the love of God the Father, and of God 
tiie Son, that nailed Jesus to the cross. Such 
love as could not bear that your souls should 
die for ever. Oh ! often think how much the 
Father must love you to give up His best and 
dearest. His own well-beloved Son, to die for 
you, as our Lord said. John iii. 16, — ** For 
God so loved the world that He gave His only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life." 

He might well say, so loved the world ! We 
can never see the depth of meaning here, in 
that little word so. And often think, too, of 
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tbe love of Jesus to you, that He willingly 
offered Himself up to suffer such an agonizing 
deaths to save you. So we see the first and chief 
respect in which Isaac was a type of our blessed 
Lord was. His willingly offering Himself up. 

The next thing I would point out, in which 
Isaac was a type of our Lord, was His perfect 
obedience. Isaac submitted to what must have 
seemed a very hard command, because His 
father commanded it. We know how perfect 
our Lord's obedience was to all the commands 
of God. Nor was it only God that He obeyed, 
but to Joseph, and Mary His mother, our Lord 
rendered perfect obedience. (Lukeii. 51.) We 
are taught in the Old Testament, as well as 
the new, how great a sin disobedience to 
parents is ; but, I fear, many children do not 
believe this, or, if they believe it, it has no 
effect upon them. In the time of Moses a 
disobedient child was to be put to death. That 
is not done now ; but you may depend upon 
it a child can never be disobedient without 
making God extremely angry. Think of Isaac's 
obedience ! What a hard commandment his 
father gave him, but he obeyed. How will he 
rise up in judgment with children who refuse 
obedience to easy commands ! Remember the 
pert answer, the sullen look, the muttered 
words, or idle excuse, are all noted down m 
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God*s book of remembrance ; and although 
your parents may forget or pass them over, 
miless you go to Jesus, and get your sin blotted 
out in His precious blood, God will not forget 
it ; and, unless you leave off such undutiful 
conduct and become obedient and dutiful, God 
will not forgive it either. May every child 
who hears or reads these words resolve, from 
this very hour, to be obedient, and kind, and 
affectionate to their parents. May those who 
know that they have not been so, go at once to 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and beg Him to forgive 
them for what is past, and send them His Holy 
Spirit to keep them from such sin in future. 
Isaac, we see, gave up his will, and in this 
respect was a type of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Our Lord tells us. He came not to do His own 
will, but His Father's. John vi. 38,—" For I 
came down from heaven, not to do mine own 
will, but the will of Him that sent me." So, 
in Ps. xl. 7, 8, — " Then said I, Lo, I come : in 
the volume of the book it is written of me, I 
delight to do thy will, O my God : yea, thy 
law is within my heart." You see, our Lord 
says He delighted in doing God's will ; and, if 
you turn to John iv. 34, you will see that our 
Lord speaks of doing His Father's will as His 
meat. Oh, that there were more of such a 
mind in us ; that we felt that we would rather 
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do the will of God than have all the riches of 
the whole world; that we did^ indeed, feel 
that, like our blessed Lord, we are sent into 
the world not to do our own, but our Father's 
will that is in heaven. The youngest child 
that can understand this, will find that, in 
trying to do God's will, we gain what we all 
wish for very much, and that is — ^happiness. 
That, you know, is what we all want — ^what we 
all naturally long for. Now, remember, if you 
wish to be happy, there is only one way of 
becoming so, and that is, by making it your 
first aim to please God. Isaac, too, was a tjrpe 
of our Lord in carrying the wood for this 
sacrifice. Gen. xxii. 6, — " And Abraham took 
the wood of the burnt ofiering, and laid it upon 
Isaac his son ; and he took the fire in his hand, 
and a knife ; and they went both of them 
together." In like manner our blessed Lord 
carried His cross. John xix. 17, — "And He 
bearing His cross went forth into a place called 
the place of a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew Golgotha/' 

Our Lord it is supposed fainted beneath the 
burden ; but the heaviest cross He carried was 
the weight of our sins. He did not shrink 
from or faint beneath them. God gave Him 
strength to bear the whole weight of them: 
to drink to the very dregs the cup of His 
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Father's wrath^ that there might not be one 
drop left for His people. Oh, think of this 
when you read of the sufferings of Christ! 
Always think that it was for you He drank that 
bitter cup. For your sins that He bore that 
cross of shame. That He could have command- 
ed all the legions of angels in heaven to come 
to His aid, but His love for you — each of you 
— would not allow Him to draw back. Another 
circumstance that seems to be typical, was the 
time that passed between God commanding 
Abraham to slay Isaac and his having him 
restored again. We read that early in the 
morning, after God had given the command 
to slay Isaac, Abraham rose up, and after three 
days arrived at the place God had told Him of. 
During those three days Abraham looked upon 
Isaac asdead. Attheendof thattime he received 
him back as from the dead, as we are told, Heb. 
xi. 17, 18, 19,— "By faith Abraham, when he 
was tried, offered up Isaac : and he that had re- 
ceived the promises offered up his only be- 
gotten son, of whom it was said. That in Isaac 
shall thy seed be called : accounting that God 
was able to raise him up, even from the dead ; 
from whence also he received him in a figure." 
The place, too, where Isaac was offered, the 
Mount Moriah, was very near, if not the 
exact spot where our Lord was crucified, so 
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that in many particulars the offering up of 
Isaac was a foreshadowing of the sacrifice of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. A shadow it is true, 
but only a shadow. When the Lord had 
sufficiently tested Abraham's faith^ and Isaac's 
obediencci the execution of the terrible com- 
mand was dispensed with. The purpose for 
which the Lord tried Abraham was answered, 
and the trial was removed. 

As a tender Father, the Lord spared Abraham 
all unnecessary suffering. Not so with Him- 
self, — not so with our Blessed Lord. The 
sacrifice in his case must be made. If the Lord 
had dealt with Christ as He did with Isaac, we 
must have perished, for " without shedding of 
blood there is no remission of sin ; *' and what 
blood but that of Christ's can take away our 
sins? A ram was accepted in the place of 
Isaac, but there could be no substitute found 
for the blood of Jesus. There are many pas- 
sages in the Scriptures which declare that this 
is so. All types teach the same. It is the 
teaching of Scripture, from the account in 
Gen. iv. of Cain being rejected and Abel ac- 
cepted to the last chapter in the book of Reve- 
lation. Abel, you know, was accepted, because 
he brought a sacrifice. He shed blood to show 
his faith in a Saviour that was to shed His blood 
for him. 
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Cain could not have felt his need of the blood 
of Christ, for he shed no blood ; — ^he only 
brought the fruits of the earth, and the Lord 
could not accept that, because it had no refer- 
ence to the blood of his Son, which is the only 
way by which a sinner can be accepted. We 
might look out many texts which teach this, as 
1 Peter i. 18, 19 ; Rev. i. 5 ; vii. 14 ; Heb. 
ix. 14 ; Eph. i. 7. You might get a list of 
texts on this subject by next Sunday. 

Let the history of Isaac lead us to pray for 
two things, — Abraham's faith, and Isaac's obedi- 
ence. Abraham's faith, because, in the first 
place, it is only through faith, in the Lord Jesus 
Christ that we can be saved. There are many 
passages in Scripture that teach us that ; such 
as, John iii. 14, 15 ; xi. 36 ; Acts iv. 12 ; John 
vi. 28, 29 ; 1 John i. 2, 3 ; Acts x. 43 ; Eph. 
ii. 8. Then, remember, it is only when you 
have Abraham's faith that you can possibly have 
Isaac's obedience. Real, acceptable obedience 
can spring from true faith only. The only 
way, therefore, dear children, that you can 
show that you have true faith is by obeying 
the commands of God. Talking of religion, 
imderstanding the doctrines of the Gospel, will, 
hot prove that you have true faith. I daresay 
the devil knows and understands a great deal 
more than any of us, but what use does he 
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make of his knowledge ? See that you make 
a better use of yours. Pray constantly that 
what you know may be sanctified, that the 
truths you understand^ you may have taken 
home to your hearts by the Holy Spirit. K 
you do indeed this, it will be seen by all that 
you must have Abraham's faith, because your 
life will show that, like Isaac, and like a greater 
than Isaac, you delight to keep God's com-> 
mandments. (James ii. SI ; Matthew vii. 
16—20.)

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We are come now to one that we are sure is a 
type of the Lord Jesus Christ, his name Jacob, 
or Israel, being appKed in Scripture to our 
blessed Lord (Is. xlix. 3). It is not, I think, 
in the character, so much as in the circum- 
stances of Jacob's history, that we must expect 
to find a resemblance to our Lord. In the 
faith and patience of Noah, the obedience of 
Isaac, as well, indeed, as the faith and obe- 
dience of Abraham, we do see some of the 
perfections of our Lord faintly shadowed forth. 
In Jacob we see a very tried and afflicted man ; 
and we know that our Lord was called "the 
man of sorrows." But we must remember 
Jacob's suflFerings were the just and natural 
consequence of his own sins; our Lord's 
sufferings were only the consequence of the 
sins of others. See what a glorious difference 
here between the type and the antitype. You 
may find many passages in Scripture which 
declare that ottr Lord had no sin. Let us see, 
now, in what circumstances of Jacob's life he 
was a type of the Lord Jesus Christ,

5^ SHADOWS OF JESUS. 

1. The Lord chose the patriarch Jacob to be 
the father of the Jewish nation, before he was 
born. So, our Lord was loved and chosen by 
His Father before the foundation of the world, 
to be the Father of all that believe. Isa. ix. 6, 
— ^' For unto us a child is bom, unto us a Son 
is given: and the government shall be upon 
His shoulder: and His name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counsellor, the mighty God, the 
everlasting Father^ the Prince of Peace." 
John xvii. 24, — "Father, I will that they 
also, whom thou hast given me, be with me 
where I am ; that they may behold my glory, 
which thou hast given me : for thou lovedst me 
before the foundation of the world.*' 

2. The Jews, or Israelites, are so called from 
Jacob, to whom the Lord gave the name of 
Israel, which signifies prince. The children of 
God are called Christians from the name of 
Christ, which you know signifies anointed. 

3. The twelve patriarchs sprang from Jacob, 
and were the founders of the Jewish nation. 
The twelve apostles were ordained by Christ to 
be the foundation of the Christian Church. 
!Eph. ii. 20, — " And are built upon the founda- 
tion of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief comer stone." 

4. Jacob was persecuted and hated by his 
brother Esau, because he had obtained Esau's 
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birthright. Esau despised it when it was his, 
but bitterly regretted it when it was lost. He 
could not prevail upon his father to give him 
the blessing, which indeed was not in Isaac's 
power, after he had given it to Jacob. Our 
Lord was persecuted by his brethren, the 
Jews. They did actually shed His blood; 
they, too, could not bear that their birthright 
should be taken from them and given to the 
Gentiles ; and though they would not believe 
on Jesus themselves, they were very angry at 
Jesus telling them that the Gentiles should be 
admitted to the privileges they despised. Matt. 
xxi. 43, — " Therefore I say unto you, the king- 
dom of God shall be taken from you, and given 
to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof." 
Thus very early in his life Jacob felt the perse- 
cutions of his brother Esau. Esau, we know, 
was a profane man. It was for one mess of 
pottage that he sold his valuable birthright to 
Jacob. It is probable that Jacob knew that 
before he was born, the Lord had said that he 
was to inherit the blessing, and that the elder 
should serve the younger. Jacob was quite 
right in valuing so great a privilege. To be 
the father of the promised Saviour was the 
greatest honour that could be conferred ; and 
we are not surprised that all the Jews were 
most anxious to be chosen for it. Esau giving 
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up his right to the inheritance of so great a 

privilege to gratify his appetite, proved him 

to be quite unworthy of it, but we cannot 

justify Jacob for offering him the temptation. 

However good and desirable a thing may be, 

we should always take care that we do not use 

unlawful or even doubtful means to obtain it. 

The Lord can bring about His own purposes 

without our interference; and what He has 

promised He will perform, we may rest assured 

of that. You all know the way in which 

Jacob, with the assistance of his mother, 

obtained the promised blessing. It was a sad 

want of faith, a wretched piece of deceit 

in both mother and son. The Lord punished 

them both severely for it. From this time a 

series of aflSictions befell Jacob. Rebecca was 

obliged to banish this favourite son from his 

home, and she never beheld him again. If she 

had only quietly waited for the Lord to bring 

about His own purpose, all this misery would 

no doubt have been saved, and she would have 

kept her son with her as long as she lived. 

One piece of deceit generally leads to another, 

and now Rebecca, fearing that £sau would kill 

Jacob, makes a false excuse to Isaac, and sends 

Jacob away. Jacob was obliged to spend all 

his best years in exile and hardship, and reaped 

the fruit of his sin all the rest of his life. Let 
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Jacob's history be a lesson to us. May we be 
led to hate deceit, to hate lying, remembering 
who is the father of lies, and what the end 
shall be of all those who commit that detest- 
able sin. There are many texts that you 
might look out on this subject, and if you do 
indeed remember that they are the words of a 
God of truth, a God who cannot lie, I am 
sure you will pray and strive against this very 
common but very dreadful sin. 

Jacob's trials were now severe, and in his 
sufferings he certainly seems a type of our 
blessed Lord. But, as I said before, our Lord 
suffered for the sins of others, Jacob in con- 
sequence of his own. Jacob was obliged to 
leave his father and mother, his friends and 
country. With his staff only he passed over 
Jordan, an exile from his father's house. After 
many years' service he gained a wife, and 
returned to Canaan a rich man, and once more 
crossed Jordan with two bands. 

All this is certainly typical of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. He, too, left His Father and 
His beautiful home, to come and live in this 
wretchedly sinful worid, that He might serve 
for a wife, which is the Church, or His people. 
For the sake of .His people, that our Lord 
loves so dearly. He lived thirty-three years on 
earth, died a shameful, agonizing death, and 
then returned to His Canaan, which is 
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heaven^ leaving behind two bands, Jews and 
Gentiles. 

Jacob crossed the river Jordan with his staff 
only, but returned a rich man with his two 
bands. Our Lord crossed the Jordan of death 
with His cross, but shall return with immense 
riches and glory. The river Jordan is com- 
pared to death, because it lay between the 
wilderness and Canaan. All who passed through 
the wilderness were obliged to cross this river 
to get into Canaan ; we who live in this wilder- 
ness world are obliged to pass through death 
before we can enter heaven. 

I cannot pass on without begging you always 
to remember that our Lord showed as much 
love in living as in dying for us. 

Why did He live all those painful years 
upon earth ? He might have taken our nature, 
and have suffered and died the very same day, 
and made a perfect atonement for our sins. 
But He did not. 

He passed through every stage of infancy, 
and childhood, and manhood, subject to all the 
same temptations, and sufferings, and infirmi- 
ties that we are; and why do you think He 
did so ? I think for two reasons. The first, 
that He might keep every commandment of 
God, and so have a perfect righteousness to 
give to His people. 

The second, that He might leave us a perfect 
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example^ and be able thoroughly to enter into 
and sympathize with us in all our trials and 
temptations. Both these are very important 
things for us to remember. Our Lord^ having 
kept all God's commandments that He might 
be able to give us a perfect righteousness, is 
most precious to every child of God. It is 
not, you see, that all true believers are pardoned 
only ; but they have the righteousness of our 
Lord put down to them, as if they had kept 
the laws He kept, and their sins laid upon 
Him. You remember we spoke about this 
doctrine in the history of Melchizedek ; and it 
is such a very important one, and not generally 
well understood, that I should like you to find 
some more passages on the subject. There is a 
very clear passage on this doctrine in the prophet 
Zechariah, which you must try and find. There 
is, too, a parable in St. Matthew's Gospel that 
teaches it, that I hope you will be able to find 
out. Many people find this doctrine of im- 
puted righteousness very hard to understand. 
Shall I tell you the reason of this ? Because 
they do not pray for the Spirit of God to 
show it to them. The most learned, clever 
people, will never understand, unless they have 
the teaching of God's Holy Spirit. But a 
little child, with the Holy Spirit for its 
teacher, will know and feel that this is a most 
precious truth. Think, too, of the other

reason why Jesus lived so long on earth : that 
He might leave us an example, 1 Pet. ii. 21, — 
" For even hereunto were ye called : because 
Christ also suffered for us, leaving us an 
example that ye should follow His steps." 

1 John iii. 16, — " Hereby perceive we the 
love of God, because He laid down His life 
for us, and we ought to lay down our lives for 
the brethren." Christ, you see, is our pattern. 
We ought always to set Him before us, and 
whenever we are in doubt about anything, we 
should try to think. How would my Saviour 
act? What would He say to this? How 
would He like me to act in this matter? If 
you make this your habit, it will be a blessed 
thing for you that Jesus lived, before He died 
for you. Think, too, what a comfort it is that 
our Lord feels for every one of His people. 
That He was once a little boy, and knows what 
children feel and suffer. That He, like our- 
selves, has been tired, and thirsty, and hungry, 
and so poor, the very birds were better off than 
He was. Yes, He was much poorer than any 
of us, and so He knows all we suffer; and 
when we tell Him what we feel, He knows 
exactly how to help us, for He has felt the 
same. He would like every child, as well as 
man and woman, to tell Him all their troubles. 
All the little vexing things that happen so 
often, He is always ready to hear. Always 
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ready to help us out of these little, as well as 
great troubles. Let us make it our daily habit 
to tell the L od Jesus everything* Let us 
make Him our dearest friend. Has He not 
made Himself so ? Does He not ask us to give 
Him our heart ? Prov. xxiii. 26, — " My son, 
give me thine heart, and let thine eyes observe 
my ways." If Jacob had been in the habit of 
consulting the Lord about his worldly affairs, he 
would never have committed the sins he did; and, 
instead of a very afflicted life, the best years 
spent in a foreign land, he would probably have 
been a happy, prosperous man, and never have 
left his father and mother, and happy home. 
Another circumstance in which Jacob seems to 
have been a type of the Lord Jesus Christ, was 
his wrestling with the angel in prayer. Jacob 
on his return to Canaan dreaded very much 
meeting his brother Esau ; and when he heard 
that Esau was really coming with a band of 400 
armed men, Jacob felt very much frightened. 
We find that Jacob spent that whole night in 
prayer. Here, indeed, Jacob sets us a good 
example. He perseveres in prayer, and de- 
clares that he will not be satisfied until the 
Lord blesses him. The Lord rewarded Jacob's 
faith, and changes his name from Jacob, which 
you know signifies supplanter, to Israel, which 
signifies Prince, telling him the reason. (Gen. 
xxxii. 28.) Some have supposed that a great 
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change was wrought in Jacob that memorable 
night, and we ought not to doubt it. Such 
fervent faithful prayer must draw down a bless- 
ing. We never find Jacob after this deceiving 
or over-reaching another. From this time, in 
all his dealings with others, his life seems to 
have been blameless. This night of fervent 
prayer seems to foreshadow that agonizing 
night of prayer spent by our blessed Lord in the 
Garden of Gethsemane. He, too, had a con- 
flict with God. The greatest of all our blessed 
Lord^s afflictions was the wrath of God, poured 
out upon Him, not for His own sins, for He had 
none, but for the sins of others — for your sins. 
Our blessed Lord, like Jacob, obtained the 
victory, and overcame sin and death. 

There are a few more things in which Jacob 
seems to have been a type of our Lord, that 
we must notice. Jacob in his old age was obliged 
to go down into Egypt, to save himself from a 
dreadful famine. You remember the blessed 
Jesus, when a young child, was obliged to flee 
into Egypt to escape the hands of a cruel 
murderer. 

In sonie respects Jacob was a type of all the 
children of God. His struggling at his birth, 
when he took hold of his brother's heel, is 
typical of the struggle that every true Christian 
must exercise against sin. We must strive 
against all sin^ wrestle against our great ad- 
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versary, the Devil, before we can obtain the 
promised blessing of everlasting life. Lazy, 
indolent people, cannot expect to enter the 
kingdom of heaven. Our Lord, you know, 
says. Matt. xi. 12, " From the days of John 
the Baptist until now the kingdom of heaven 
suffereth violence, and the violent take it by 
force." In Jacob's wrestling with the angel in 
prayer, too, we see a type of true Christians, 
as well as of their Lord. Depend upon it no 
one can get to heaven without very earnest, 
fervent prayer ; and, indeed, we are sure that 
no true Christian can live without it. Jacob's 
buying the birthright for pottage may remind 
us how much the children of God value spiritual 
blessings. They are willing to part with earthly 
advantages if they may but obtain spiritual 
privileges. Esau, in giving up his birthright, 
which was giving up his right to be the pro- 
genitor of the Messiah, is a type of all who 
lead a worldly life, and prefer things that are 
seen, earthly things, to leading a Christian life. 
All the advantages this world can offer, can no 
more satisfy an immortal soul than the mess of 
pottage could satisfy Esau. Empty husks, 
that must always disappoint. But is it not the 
case now, that many prefer the pleasures of sin 
for a season, to a life of holy devotedness 
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to God? Let us be sure that, while we 
condemii Esau, we are not doing the same 
as he did. We must remember that it is 
not only open, profane sinners, those who 
swear and break the Sabbath, and commit 
what are called gross sins, that will come 
short of heaven, but all who love this world, 
all who fix their hearts upon earthly things, and 
are lovers of pleasure, rather than lovers of 
God. One more thing I do not like to pass 
over, which is, Jacob's obtaining the blessing 
from his father, through wearing the clothes of 
his elder brother Esau. It was when Isaac smelt 
Jacob's raiment that he gave him the blessing. 
(Gen. xxvii. 27 — 29.) Now, do you not see 
how this is a type of every child of God being 
accepted, not in his own righteousness, but in 
the righteousness of his Elder Brother ? We 
cannot draw near to God in our own righteous- 
ness ; but if we are clothed in the righteous- 
ness of Christ, God can and does accept and 
bless us. Let us try and get this blessed doc* 
trine of imputed righteousness impressed upon 
our minds. It will increase our love to the 
Lord Jesus, if we often think of the painful 
years He spent upon earth to earn this human 
righteousness, that He might give it to us — to 
all who believe in Him. If we do think much 
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and often of this, Christ will be more endeared 
to us, and whatever makes Him more precious 
to us, is a great blessing. 

Jacob's burial in the land of Canaan, after 
his life of trial and sorrow, is a fitting type of 
the Christian when he leaves this world entering 
into his rest, the promised Canaan, the heavenly 
inheritance. Think of the blessedness of this, 
dear children ! What are all the sorrows, and 
privations, and things hard to bear, if we know 
that we have a beautiful home awaiting us, 
where there shall be no sorrow, no trial, no 
want ; but all shall be happy, holy, beautiful, 
made like imto their blessed Lord ? The 
thought of such blessedness should stir us up 
to think no trouble too great to be made a true 
Christian, — no sacrifice too great to make for 
such a Saviour as we have. As a practical 
lesson, let us learn from the history of Jacob 
to hate, and avoid, and pray against deceit. 
Those who practise it may, by God's great 
mercy, be led to repentance, and saved at last ; 
but we see that the consequences of sin, even in 
God's people, are often very dreadful in this 
world. Deceit and lying is what we are all 
naturally prone to. There is no one that will 
not lie, unless the Spirit of God restrains him. 
But we know that liars shall have no inheritance

in the kingdom of God. You can bring proofs 
of this from Scripture^ and also a proof that a 
child of God will not lie. Let it be your deter- 
mination to pray for the Spirit of God, that you 
may be kept from this dreadful sin. Take 
warning from Jacob, and then, though his sin 
brought forth bitter fruit to him, it will prove 
a blessing to you.

JOSEPH. 

Perhaps there is no character in the Bible 
more interesting to us than that of Joseph. I 
suppose there is not a child in England that has 
attended a national school^ that does not know 
all about Joseph, — not one that has not felt pity 
for his sufferings, and that does not like to read 
or hear about his wonderful history. It is very 
interesting to trace him through his extra- 
ordinary life, — how, from being his father's 
darling, he was sold for a poor slave, and 
sent to Egypt ; — then how, after being in the 
service of a rich man, in a situation of great 
trust, and high in his Master's favour, he was 
thrown into prison, and kept there in great 
wretchedness for many years. After this, Joseph 
becomes the richest and most honourable man 
in the kingdom, next to Pharaoh himself; 
no other man so great as he. All this, of itself, 
is a very beautiful story ; and I do not wonder 
that children love it ; but I think I can show 
another reason why we should love the history 
of Joseph, and that is, because in so many cir- 
cumstances of his life he is a type of the Lord 
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Jesus Christ. Those who love their Saviour 
feel that it is that which so endears Joseph to 
them^ and makes his life and character and 
history so interesting. We will see now in 
what respects Joseph was a type of our blessed 
Lord. 

1. As a beloved son. 

Jacob loved his son Joseph above all his 
children^ and probably with much reason. 
Joseph was certainly a most amiable boy, and 
beautiful as well as good. We may suppose 
that he hated the sins that his brothers com- 
mitted, and thought it right that he should 
tell his father of their wickedness: and so 
it was. If we conceal the sins of others be- 
cause we do not like to bring dislike or trouble 
upon ourselves, we do wrong. We make our- 
selves a party to their sin, and so in a measure 
we become partakers of it. I am afraid many 
children, and older people also, very often do 
wrong in this matter. See what St. Paul says 
about it in 1 Tim. v. 20 ; and there are other 
pass^es which tell us the same, that you might 
find out. We do not read of Joseph falling into 
any open sin, and we may be sure if he had, 
his brothers would have accused him of it. 
So Jacob probably had very good reason for 
loving him the best of all his children. All 
that Joseph's brothers could accuse him of,

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was his being a dreamer. This reminds us of 
the Jews^ who had nothing to say against the 
blessed Jesus ; no sin to accuse Him of, but said 
He was mad, and had a devil. Thus, like Joseph^s 
brothers, who hated him because he was better 
than they, the Jews hated our Lord because He 
was holy, and reproved them for their sins. 

Our Lord was His Father's well-beloved Son, 
in whom He was well pleased. Matt. iii. 17 ; 
John viii. 29. And you might find other pas- 
sages which tell us how Jesus delighted to do 
His Father's will, and how the Father always 
loved Him. 

Joseph was an affectionate brother, but his 
brothers hated him, in return for his love to 
them. Some would have put him to death, 
others were contented with selling him for a 
slave. 

What a beautiful example Joseph sets us 
in the way he returns all this cruelty! When, 
after all his sufferings, he was made lord over 
all Egypt, see how he treats these wicked 
brothers. He gives them food which saves 
their lives, and then brings them to live with 
him» where they have abundance of all they 
wanted as long as they lived. In all this we 
see our blessed Lord's life foreshadowed. He, 
too» came to His own, and His own received 
Him not. (John i. 11.) It was to His 
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brethren the Jews that our Lord came; but 
they hated Him, and were not satisfied until 
they had put Him to death. Nor was it only 
his own family that Joseph saved from death* 
He supplied the Egyptians also with com, all 
who went to him. So our Lord came not only 
to save His own family the Jews, but the 
Gentiles also ; all who go to Him are saved 
from everlasting death. 

Joseph, too, was a type of our blessed Lord 
as a faithful servant. The Ishmaelites, who 
bought Joseph of his brothers, sold him to 
Potiphar, who we may suppose was a rich and 
powerful man in Egypt. We find that the 
Lord made all that Joseph did to prosper, and 
that his master saw that it was so. We are 
told, too, that not only did Joseph prosper, 
but that the Lord blessed Potiphar's house 
and all that he had for Joseph's sake. (Gen. 
xxxix. 1 — 6.) Do take notice here of what 
I pointed out in the history of Melchizedek, 
how great a blessing one person may be. Lot, 
you remember, was the means of saving a 
whole city. Now we find that Joseph, who 
was only a poor slave in a foreign country, was 
made a blessing to a whole family — all made to 
prosper for His sake. There is not a child in 
England so badly off as poor Joseph was ; for 
we are sure there is not one slave — so we are 
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sure^ toOy that there is not one so poor but 
he may be a blessing to others. You mud 
be so if you become a real Christian. You 
may depend upon it if you do really love 
Jesus, and make it your first and greatest wish 
to please Him, you will not only be happy 
yourself, but you will be the means of making 
others so too. You see we do not read of 
Joseph doing anything that any poor child may 
not do. He was not a brave soldier, or a rich, 
great person. We do not read that he was 
particularly clever, or learned — nothing of the 
sort. He was the son of a shepherd, and kept 
his father's flock ; what we do read of him is, 
that he obeyed his father, and kept aloof from 
sin, when he saw others commit it. That he 
feared to offend God : and when he grew up, 
as well as when he was a boy, refused to do 
what he knew was wrong. When he was tempted 
to sin, what did he say ? He said, what every 
one, old or young, should say when they are 
tempted to do evil, " How can I do this great 
wickedness and sin against God?'* Joseph 
would not betray the trust his master put in 
him, but proved himself to be a faithful 
servant to his earthly master as well as to his 
God. In this, too, Joseph was a type of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who is repeatedly called a 
servant. Isaiah xlii. 1 : " Behold my servant 
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whom I uphold, mine elect in whom my soul 
delighteth." And in Isaiah xUx. 3 : " Thou 
art my servant, O Israel, in whom I will be 
glorified." Again, Phil. ii. 7: "But made 
Himself of no reputation, and took upon Him 
the form of a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men." 

There are many other passages that you 
might find out in which our Lord is spoken of 
as a servant ; as one who came not to do His 
own will, but the will of His Father. Another 
respect in which Joseph was certainly a type of 
our blessed Lord, was His being a prophet. 
Joseph, you remember, prophesied by his 
dreams that his brothers should bow down 
before him, and that prophecy was fulfilled 
through the very means that they took to 
prevent it. Again, in the prison, Joseph pro- 
phesied that one man should be put to death, 
and the other delivered from prison. So our 
Lord foretold when He was hanging on the 
cross, that one of the thieves should be saved, 
while the other was left to perish. 

Our Lord's brethren hated Him, and would 
not have Him rule over them ; but He shall 
reign when all His enemies are put under His 
feet. As Joseph's brethren bowed down before 
Joseph, so at the coming of Jesus " every knee 
shall bow, and every tongue confess that Jesus 
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Christ is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father.'* 

Our Lord uttered prophecies when He was 
upon eaxth, some of which have heen fulfilled, 
some are now fulfilling, and some are still 
future. I wish you would find out some of 
each. Joseph was, too, an innocent sufferer. 
In this respect he was a remarkable type of 
our Lord. 

Joseph was sold by his brethren to strangers, 
and our Lord was sold by Judas, and delivered 
up to the Gentiles. Joseph suffered greatly, 
but not for his own sin. He suffered through 
the malice of his brothers, and the wickedness 
of Potiphar's wife. We all know that our 
Lord suffered not for His own sin — ^for He had 
none — 1 Pet. ii. 22, — "Who did no sin, 
neither was guile found in His mouth." But 
our Lord suffered for the sins of others. 

Nothing in the history of Joseph strikes 
me as so remarkable as his being an innocent 
sufferer. I do not think we find it in the case 
of any other type of our blessed Lord, and it 
is indeed an honourable distinction in the 
character of Joseph, that He suffered for right- 
eousness* sake. 

Joseph was a type of our Lord, too, in his 
exaltation. See how greatly he was exalted. 
Bead from verse 39 to 44 of the 41st chapter 
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of Genesis. All people, you see, were to bow 
the knee before him, and Pharaoh gave up the 
whole government of Egypt into his hands. 
No one was to do anything without Joseph. 
This foreshadows the exaltation of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who was delivered from death 
and the grave, and ascended up to heaven. 
God the Father has given the government of 
the world into His hands, John iii. 35, — " The 
Father loveth the Son, and hath given all 
things into His hands." And John v. 22, — 
*' The Father judgeth no man, but hath com- 
mitted all judgment unto the Son." And Matt, 
xxviii. 18,—-** And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth." Joseph, through his 
prophetical knowledge, was the means of pro- 
viding against the famine that was to come, 
and so saved the lives of thousands. That was 
the consequence of his being exalted to the 
highest post in the kingdom; so, too, our 
blessed Lord is exalted to be a Prince and 
a Saviour, that He may save all who go to 
Him. Joseph supplied all who went to him 
with food, and so saved their lives. Our 
blessed Lord feeds His people with the bread 
of life, and saves them from everlasting death. 
Joseph sent for all his family to come and 
live with him, that they might share his riches 
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and prosperity. Our blessed Lord will have 
all His family dwell with Him^ that they may 
share His glory^ and be made partakers of His 
kingdom. Joseph could not rest until he had 
all his brothers and their families, as well as 
his father, with him. He tells them not to 
mind their stuff, for all the riches of Egypt 
was theirs — Gen. xlv. 20. All this is of course 
typical. The happiness of the Lord Jesus 
Christ would not be complete if He had not 
all His dear people with Him. They, too, 
need not mind their stuff; — all they have here. 
They may well give it all up to go to dwell 
with their Saviour. What do you suppose all 
the riches of the whole world is, in comparison 
of what is prepared for the humblest believer ? 
No, if you are indeed real children of God, 
you need not mind your stuff, you need not 
care for your earthly portion, if it is a rich 
one, or fret or be discouraged if it is a poor 
one. Your heavenly inheritance is such, that 
the first moment you take possession of it will 
put all that you can enjoy here out of your 
mind, and you will see then how little it 
signified whether on earth your lot was cast 
among the rich or the poor. See how Jesus 
prays that His children may be with Him. 
John xvii. 24, and John xiv. 2, 3. Joseph went 
before into Egypt to prepare a place for his 
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family^ and our Joseph^ the Lord Jesus Christ, 
is gone up to heaven to do the same for all His 
people. He will soon come and take them all 
home to dwell with Him for ever. Again, 
Joseph is a type of our Lord in his conduct to 
his wicked brothers. He does not once re- 
proach them for their cruelty in having sold 
him. He says all he can to comfort them, 
and begs them not to be grieved about it. He 
reminds them what a wonderful blessing the 
Lord had brought out of it; that his having 
been sent to Egypt was brought about by the 
wisdom of God. So, we never find the blessed 
Jesus reproaching His brethren the Jews for 
having crucified Him. It was indeed not their 
malice that nailed Him to the cross. It was 
His own love, and His Father's. So far from 
reproaching His murderers, the Saviour actually 
prays for them while hanging on the cross ; He 
tries to find an excuse for them. He says, 
" Father, forgive them, for they know not what 
they do." (Luke xxiii. 34.) He promises that 
if we bring our sids to Him, He will blot them 
all out in His precious blood, that they shall 
never even be mentioned to us. 

One more respect in which Joseph was like 
our blessed Lord we must notice, and I think 
that it is the key to all the r^st. I mean his 
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reverence for the law of God. When Joseph 
was tempted to sin, he directly thought of the 
law of God. **How can I do this great 
wickedness and sin against God?" And do 
you not rememher that when our Lord was 
tempted in the wilderness, by Satan, He replied 
to every temptation, "It is written" Every 
time Satan tempted our Lord, He brought 
a passage from the "Word of God to show 
that it was sinful. 

Let us all study the history of Joseph, and 
we shall see in how many respects he was 
a type of our blessed Lord. Let the study 
lead us to think more of the graces that shone 
so brightly in the character of our Saviour. It 
is our blessed Lord himself that is to be our 
model, our example. To imitate Him, and be 
like Him, should be our great wish and aim. I 
know some people excuse themselves from doing 
this, because our Lord had no sin, no sinful nature 
to struggle against. That is very true. He had 
not; but what will such say to the example of 
Joseph ? He had an evil, sinful nature ; but 
see how he overcame it. He must have been 
very much tempted to many sins, but he did 
not yield. How easily he could have put his 
brothers to death, or kept them in prison all 
their lives ! No one would have punished him 
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for doing so. K he had done to them \?hat 
they had done to him, they would never have 
returned back to Canaan. I fear many chil- 
dren are not ashamed to return blow for blow, 
angry word for angry word, unkindness for 
luikindness. How will Joseph, who had not 
half our advantages, rise up in judgment 
against such! Let the study of Joseph's 
character lead you to pray more earnestly for 
the Holy Spirit of God, that you may be able 
to subdue your evil tempers, that like him you 
may be able to return good for evil ; that like 
Joseph, too, you may be a blessing to others, 
especially to your own family. Try to be a 
comfort to your parents, your brothers, and 
sisters. In making them happy you may be 
sure you will be happy yoiirself, and the 
blessing of your Saviour will rest upon you. 

Remember, whenever you return good for 
evil you are Uke our blessed Saviour, and are 
becoming more meet for His kingdom, more 
meet for His presence, and the company of the 
holy angels, and more fitted to enjoy the good 
things that God hath prepared for them that 
love Him.

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MOSES. 

The next personal type of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in Scripture, I believe, is Moses. Both 
in his character and calling, as well as in the 
circumstances of his life, there is a great deal 
to remind us of our blessed Lord. As an 
infant, Pharaoh sought to take his life, which 
was preserved, we may almost say, by a miracle. 
You are all, of course, well acquainted with 
the beautiful account of this in the second 
chapter of Exodus. This is typical of what 
happened to our Lord Jesus Christ. When 
He was an infant, a wicked King sought to 
take His life, and He, too, like Moses, escaped 
by flying from His home, while hundreds of 
other children were put to death. We may 
just notice here how safe every child of God is. 
How impossible it is for any one really to 
injure one that has God on his side. Herod 
wished so much to destroy the infant Jesus, 
and Pharaoh tried to destroy the whole Jewish 
nation ; but they could not. And it is just the 
same now. Satan always wishes to hurt, and, 
if he can, destroy true Christians ; and wicked 
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people often wish to do so too. But they 
cannot. They have no power except what 
God, for the good of His children^ allows them 
to exercise. I rememher reading in the life of 
a very holy man of God (the Rev. Mr. 
M'Cheyne), that a wicked man was so enraged 
at his preaching, that he came out of church 
determined to kill him, if he could. He took 
up a very large stone, and waited until Mr. 
M. came out. He was going to dash this stone 
at him, but when he looked into his face, he 
was so struck with its holy expression, that he 
could not do what he had planned. He 
dropped the stone behind him, and went away. 
Now you see the Lord restrained him from 
committing this sin. He had not the power to 
do it. He could pick up the stone, but he 
could not throw it ! So safe, so well cared for» 
is every child of God. Moses was brought up 
in Pharaoh's court, and became a very learned 
man. Stephen tells the Jews, Acts vii. 22, — 
** that Moses was learned in all the wisdom of 
the Egyptians." Pharaoh*s daughter was very- 
fond of Moses, and called him her son. It is 
very likely that if Moses had continued to live 
with her, he would have succeeded to the 
crown of Egypt, and been the king of that rich 
and powerful country. It must, one would 
think, have been a great temptation. I suppose 
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you would think it a great piece of good 
fortune if some great and powerful queen were 
to offer to bring you up in her palace; call 
you her child, and make you, if not her heir, 
at any rate the greatest person in the kingdom ; 
next to her own family, 

Pharaoh's daughter made a very tempting 
offer, and I have no doubt Moses felt it was, 
but he refused all the riches and honours that 
were offered him. 

Why he refused we are told in Hebrews xi. 
24, 25, 36, — "By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be palled the son of 
Pharaoh's daughter ; choosing rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of God, than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season; 
esteeming the reproach of Christ greater riches 
than the treasures in Egypt : for he had 
respect unto the recompence of the reward." 
Moses could not be happy to live with people 
who did not know or serve God. He would 
much rather be the poorest among God's 
people, than the richest among His enemies. 
He actually thought it a better and a happier 
thing to be reproached for the sake of Christ, 
than to have all the money in Egypt. What 
an example he sets us ! We, too, have two 
masters that are seeking us. We have Satan 
offering us the pleasures, as he caUs it, of sin, 
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though I believe no one finds sin to be such a 
pleasant thing : and we have Christ ofiering us 
a kingdom, asking us to be His children, and 
giving all who accept His offers, everlasting 
life* Those who are like Moses, refuse the 
offers of Satan, and the. false promises of the 
world to make them happy, and cling to Christ, 
and follow Him. Like Moses, "they have 
respect unto the recompence of the reward." 
Moses gave up everything this world could 
offer, even to the crown of Egypt, that he 
might be the deliverer of the Jewish people* 
He passed a life full of painful trials in leading . 
them out of Egypt, through the wilderness, 
to the promised land. And so our Lord left 
his home in heaven, and spent a painful life, 
and died a painful death, that He might be the 
deliverer of His people. As Moses looked 
forward, and had "respect unto the recompence 
of the reward," so our blessed Lord, " for the 
joy that was set before Him, endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God." (Heb. 
xii. 2.) Moses, we here learn, left all to be 
the deliverer of his nation, and it was after 
much trial and many difficulties, that at last he 
succeeded in getting the Jewish people out of 
Egypt. The way in which he did this is very 
typical of what our Lord has done for His 
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people. You recollect how Moses succeeded 
at last in delivering the Jews from Egypt* 
The Lord commanded Moses to have the blood 
of a lamb sprinkled on the doorposts of all the 
Jews' houses. Wherever the destroying angel 
saw the bloody, he passed over the house, but 
destroyed a child in every house where the 
blood was not. Pharaoh, in fear and haste 
sent away the Jews; and not only that, but 
gave them jewels, gold and silver, so that they 
were delivered from their oppressors, and 
enriched with their spoils. Now, our Lord 
Jesus Christ does all this, and more, for His 
people, in a spiritual sense. Through the 
shedding of His precious blood. He delivers 
them from worse bondage than that of Pharaoh 
— from a harder taskmaster than those in 
Egypt. It is from the power of Satan and sin 
that all Christ's people are delivered. Moses 
led the people to the promised land, after 
many years of trial and conflict, and it is 
through many trials and much tribulation in 
this world, which may well be compared to a 
wilderness to every child of God, that our 
Deliverer brings His people to their promised 
rest^ the heavenly Canaan. 

Moses, then, was a type of our Lord as a 
deliverer. "We will see next how he was a 
type of the Lord Jesus Christ as a Mediator, 

q2 
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On many occasions when the Jews had siiined, 
and offended God, Moses acted the part of 
mediator between them and Grod. We will 
just mention two or three, and I shall like you 
to find out the rest. Perhaps one of the most 
interesting occasions on which Moses was a 
mediator, was when the children of Israel 
were fighting against the Amalekites. We 
must read the account in Exodus xvii. 8 
to 16. The Amalekites were a fierce, heathen 
people, that were determined to destroy 
Israel if they could. The Jews had a hard 
battle to fight against them. Moses, Aaron, 
and Hur went up to the top of a hill, where 
all the people could see them. We are sure 
this was to encourage the people. When 
Moses held up his hands, the Israelites got the 
advantage over the Amalekites ; and when he 
let down his hands, the Amalekites prevailed. 
We see by this that the success of the Israelites 
did not depend on their own fighting, but 
on Moses* prayer. There cannot be a more 
beautiful type of the battle every child of 
G-od has to fight, than this battle between the 
Israelites and Amalekites. All God's children 
have Amalekites to fight against. Do you 
know what I mean by this? I mean that 
they all have to struggle and strive and fight 
against sin, and Satan, and self. These are 
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the Amalekites who are destroying us ; at least 
they are destroying us, if we are not destroying 
them. But, as the victory over the Amalekites 
did not depend upon the strength of the Jews, 
hut upon Moses' prayer, so the victory of 
every Christian does not depend upon himself, 
but upon the prayer and intercession of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. This incident in Moses' 
life is very precious. It teaches us so beauti- 
fully how our Moses pleads and prevails for 
U8. I have remarked before how inferior every 
type of the Lord Jesus Christ must be — what 
a faint shadow of His lovely character; and we 
see it here. Moses grew tired, and was obliged 
to have his hands supported by others; but 
our blessed Saviour is never tired of pleading 
for His people. " He ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for them." (Heb. vii. 25.) "The 
Creator of the ends of the earth fainteth not, 
neither is weary." (Isa. xl. 28.) So that, all 
who fight under Christ's banner, by which I 
mean all who look to Him, and pray to Him 
to help them, are sure of victory, 1 Cor. xv. 
57 : " But thanks be to God, which giveth us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ." 

I cannot pass on without begging each of 
you to consider, whether you are engaged iA 
this fight. Every one has a besetting sin — I 
suppose more than one, — ^by which I mean, 
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that we are all of us more tempted to some 
sins than to others. Now^ we should each of 
us search outj if we have not done so before, 
our besetting sins; if we do not know what 
they are, we should ask God to show us by His 
Holy Spirit what they are. Then, we should 
pray to the Lord Jesus, and beg Him to give 
us strength to overcome them; whenever we 
feel tempted to fall into those sins, we should 
directly lift up our hearts in prayer for grace 
to resist the temptation, and you may be sure 
that Jesus will hear and help us. 

Another very interesting occasion on which 
Moses was a type of our blessed Lord as me- 
diator, was, when God gave the law on Mount 
Sinai. You have all read the account of this 
in the 19th chapter of Exodus. The people 
were very much frightened when the Lord gave 
Moses the law of the Ten Commandments. 
It thundered and lightened fearfully. The 
whole mountain quaked, and there was a thick 
smoke and darkness. The sound of the trumpet 
was. very loud — it waxed louder and louder — 
and at last Moses spake, and God answered 
him by a voice. It must have been a most 
awful scene. We read that even Moses, the 
friend of God, was excessively frightened. 
Heb. xii. 21 : " And so terrible was the sight, 
that Moses said^ I exceedingly fear and 
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quake." The Lord then uttered the Ten Com- 
mandments, We read, Exod. xx. 18, 19, " And 
all the people saw the thunderings, and the 
lightnings, and the noise of the trumpet, and 
the mountain smoking: and when the people 
saw it, they removed, and stood afar off. And 
they said unto Moses, Speak thou with us, and 
we will hear: but let not God speak- with 
us, lest we die," You see the people could 
not bear to hear God's voice. They felt they 
wanted some one to stand between them and 
God, and they begged Moses to act as mediator. 
They felt that if he did not, they must die. 
Now, do you not see how here, too, Moses was 
a type of our blessed Lord? When the Holy 
Spirit convinces us of our sins, and we feel 
how often we have broken the Ten Command- 
ments, it is as awful for us as it was for the 
Jews on Mount Sinai. We feel that we cannot 
stand before God. We want a mediator. Then 
we go to Jesus, and ask Him to plead for us, to 
answer for us, because we know that He has made 
an atonement for our sins. As Moses stood be- 
tween the Israelites and God, so our Moses, 
the Lord Jesus Christ, makes our peace with 
God. Out of Christ we know that " our God 
is a consuming fire " (Heb. xii. 29) ; but, whei^ 
we go to God by Jesus, He is a reconciled 
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Father. Moses was also a type of our Lord 
as a lawgiver. Deut. xxxiii. 4, 5 : " Moses 
commanded us a law, even the inheritance of 
the congregation of Jacob. And he was king 
in JeshuruUi when the heads of the people and 
the tribes of Israel were gathered together.'* 
But, see here how superior is our Lord to the 
type. Moses only gave them the law, but our 
Jjoxi fulfilled it The law of Moses only con- 
demns us ; but Christ, having kept the law for 
us, is the cause of our justification. So that 
the one who gave the law, condemned, but the 
one who kept it, justifies or saves. The Lord 
commanded Moses, as soon as He gave the law^ 
to build an altar, that he might offer up sacri- 
fices, promising that He would come and bless 
the Israelites. God knew that the people 
could not keep the law; but He provided a 
way by which they might be accepted, as weU 
as their imperfect services. This was by shed- 
ding the blood of a lamb, that shadowed forth 
the blood of Christ, the Lamb that taketh 
away the sin of the world. So, after our 
blessed Lord had kept all the law of God per- 
fectly, He offered up Himself, and through that 
offering we and our services are accepted. One 
^ore occasion on which Moses was a type of 
our Lord as mediator I must mention, which was

when the Israelites had made a calf in Horeb* 
After the Lord had proclaimed the law from 
Mount Sinai, He desired Moses to go up to the 
top of the mount to receive more directions, and 
also the two tables of stone on which the Lord 
had written the Ten Commandments. Moses 
remained on the mount forty days and forty 
nights ; and, like our blessed Lord in the 
wilderness, ate nothing during that time. The 
people below became impatient, and entreated 
Aaron to make them gods which should go 
before them, to lead them, instead of Moses. 
We must not dwell here on Aaron's sin in 
yielding t;o the wicked request of the Israelites, 
because our lesson is about Moses, but I must 
just point out the shame and misery that Aaron 
brought on himself and the Israelites by his 
sinful compliance. How bitterly he must have 
regretted for the rest of his life that he had so 
shamefully fallen! Oh, how he must have 
wished that he had turned away from those 
who tempted him to sin ! Let Aaron be a 
warning to i». When wicked companions 
tempt us to evil, let us Ue resolute in saying. 
No. By doing so, we may be saved from years 
of grief and' misery. The Lord was extremely 
angry with the Israelites for making this calf, 
and worshipping it ; He told Moses to go down 
to themj not to pray for thein, but leave them 
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to suffer God's anger. The Lord spoke of 
destroying the whole Israelitish people, and 
making of Moses a great nation. 

Now, we see again how Moses was a type of 
our Lord. He earnestly pleads for the Israel- 
ites, and even goes so far as to say that if the 
Lord would not forgive'their sin,he would rather 
be blotted out of God*s book himself. Moses, 
perhaps, meant by this to offer himself as a sacri- 
fice, instead of the whole nation, — that if the 
Lord could not pardon them without a sacrifice. 
His wrath might fall upon him instead of the 
Israelites. At all events, Moses made a most 
urgent, powerful intercession for his people, and 
his intercession prevailed. Although the Lord 
plagued the people, because they made this calf, 
yet His great anger was turned away, and their 
lives were saved. You must see at once what a 
perfect type of the Lord Jesus Christ Moses was 
in this transaction • P^haps we are told so much 
about it to teach us how unwearied our Saviour 
is in praying for us, how dearly He loves His 
people, how He longs to. save them, and have 
them dwell with Him in heaven for ever. Our 
Lord, too, not only offered to suffer instead of 
us, but actually did so. The Lord excused 
Moses. He gave Moses the lives of the Israel- 
ites, but He did not require Moses to suffer. 
He did not accept his offer. But He did not 
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spare His own well -beloved Son, He was 
offered up for us, and by His death and His 
intercession 9 all who believe in Him are saved. 
I wish you 9 in this circumstance of Moses* life, 
to take notice of his disinterestedness! He 
might, you see, have been so greatly honoured ; 
the Lord offered to take him, and make a 
great nation of him alone, and destroy all the 
rest. But Moses could not bear to gain by the 
loss of others. He would rather have perished 
too. What a lesson for us when we wish to 
have what belongs to another, — when we wish 
to be praised, and another blamed ! Oh, let us 
think of Moses, when we are tempted to wish 
for any advantage over another; still more when 
we wish for some advantage that must be gained 
at the expense of another. It will never prove 
a good thing that is gained so, and let us always 
.watch against the desire of obtaining such. I 
should like much to speak of other instances, 
in which Moses was a type of our blessed Lord, 
as Mediator ; but it would make our lesson too 
long. You must look them out for yourselves, 
and bring them next Sunday. 

Moses was a type of our Lord as a Prophet. 
Moses uttered prophecies, which you would do 
well to look out, as did our blessed Lord. 
Moses, in Deut. xviii. 15, compares Christ to

himself. '' The Lord thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midst of thee^ of 
thy hrethren^ like unto me ; unto Him ye shall 
hearken." Stephen speaks of this in his address 
to the Jews (Acts vii. S7), — ''This is that Moses 
which said unto the children of Israel^ A Pro- 
phet shall the Lord your God raise up unto 
you of your brethreui like unto me ; Him shall 
ye hear." 

In many respects, Moses was like our 
Lord : — 

In his meekness of temper. — We are told 
(Numbers xii. 8), " Now the man Moses was 
very meek, above all the men that were upon 
the face of the earth." Still, this grace in him 
was not perfecU It is only in our blessed Lord 
that we see this grace in perfection. Moses 
"spake unadvisedly with his lips " (Ps. cvi. 33), 
and was, we know, punished for. his impatience. 
Our blessed Lord, unaer the greatest provoca- 
tion, never uttered one impatient word, but on 
many occasions perfectly fulfilled the prophecy 
of Isaiah liii. 7, — " He was oppressed, and He 
was afflicted, yet He opened not His mouth : 
He is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and 
as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so He 
openeth not His mouth." 

In the lustre of his face, as well as in his 
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glorious shining appearance on the Mount, 
Moses was like our blessed Lord. Moses went 
up to God on Mount Sinai a second time to 
receive the law, after having broken the two 
jBrst tables. When he came down, his face 
$hone so, that Aaron and all the people were 
afraid to go near him. Moses was obliged to 
put a vail on his face when he spoke to them. 
They could not bear the glory of God reflected 
in Moses* face. This reminds us of our Lord, 
who vailed His glory, when He took our flesh 
upon Him. The Israelites, you see, could not 
bear to look upon the dazzling brightness of 
Moses' face, after he had been but a short time 
in the presence of God. So, if our Lord had 
not taken our flesh upon Him when He came 
into this world, we could not have borne to 
have seen Him in His Godhead only. 

Moses, too, met with great opposition from 
his own relations. AaS^n and Miriam quar- 
relled with him on account of his marriage with 
Zipporah, who was an Ethiopian woman. The 
Jews were angry with our Lord because He took 
the Gentiles for His people. His Church, or 
5ride. 

Moses, again, wrought miracles which were, 
typical of what our Lord did literally and 
spiritually, for His people. I will only speak. 
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of one ; tie rest you must find out. The 
manna is too remarkable to pass quite over. 
For forty years the Israelites were fed with 
manna : all the time they were in the wilderness. 
Those who had the leasts had enough. Those 
who had the most^ had not too much. (Ex. 
xvi. 18.) This is beautifully typical of Christr 
He feeds His people with Himself. Those who 
have the weakest faith in Him, as long as it is 
real, genuine, are saved — safe. Those who 
have the strongest faith, have not too much. 

There are other miracles that Moses wrought, 
equally profitable for us to meditate upon ; and 
what he did for the Israelites literally, our Lord 
does for His people spiritually. He makes 
their bitter waters sweet, cures them of spiritual 
diseases, and gives them all they need. 

The last thing I shall speak about is the 
nearness of communion with God that Moses 
had. We read (Deut. xxxiv. 10), — ^"And 
there arose not a prophet since in Israel like 
unto Moses, whom the Lord knew face to 
face." And when Aaron and Miriam spoke 
against Moses, the Lord told them that He 
would speak with Moses "mouth to mouth, 
and not in dark speeches, and the similitude of 
the Lord shall he behold." And we are told 
(Ex. xxxiii. 11), — "And the Lord spake unto 
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Moses face to face, as a man speaketh with his 
friend." 

Moses therefore was, in character as well 
as in his calling, a fitting type of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Let us study his excellences 
more than we have done ; but let it always be 
with this end, — to see them as shadows of the 
gradfes of our Lord. Let all our learning tend 
to this, to show us more and more of the love- 
liness, the preciousness of Christ. We never 
can see a grace in any creature that was not 
perfect in Christ ; always imperfect in us, but 
without flaw in Him. May the study of this 
and every type lead us to love Jesus more, to 
imitate His graces, and to follow the steps of 
His most blessed life. So shall our study be a 
blessing to us now, and through the countless 
ages of eternity. 
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Moses a mediator be- 
tween God and the Is* 
raelites.

Moses worked many 
miracles. 



Our Lord a Mediator 
between God aad His 
people. 

Our Lord fulfilled the 
Law for His people. 

Our Lord also. 
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The very name of Joshua tells us that he was 
a type of our Lord Jesus Christ* It is the 
same as Jesus^ and signifies, as no doubt you 
all know^ Saviour, It was not his name at 
first. Moses, we are told (Num. xiii. 16), 
changed the name of Oshea to Jehoshua, or 
Joshua, when he was chosen, with eleven other 
men, one from each tribe, to go and spy out 
the land of Canaan. We had not heard much 
of Joshua before this. The first time he is 
mentioned is in Ex. xvii. 9, where we read,—- 
" And Moses said unto Joshua, Choose us out 
men, and go out, fight with Amalek: to-morrow 
I will stand on the top of the hill with the rod 
of God in mine hand." Joshua obeyed Moses, 
and Amalek was discomfited. In the 13th and 
14th verses we read, — "And Joshua discom- 
fited Amalek and his people with the edge of 
the sword. And the Lord said unto Moses,^ 
Write this for a memorial in a book, and 
rehearse it in the ears of Joshua : for I will 
utterly put out the remembrance of Amalek 
firom under heaven.'' Joshua seems to have 

H 
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been chosen at this time to begin the deliver- 
ance of Israel, though it was many years after 
that he succeeded Moses, and became their 
deliverer. The Israelites were as yet in the 
wilderness, and had many enemies to fight 
against. You remember I told you that the 
battle with the Amalekites was typical of the 
Christian's £ght against sin. Joshua got the 
victory in the wilderness before the Israelites 
entered the promised land ; and this may teach 
us that our Joshua, or Jesus, conquers sin for 
and in His people, while they are in this evil 
world, before they enter heaven. The battle 
must be fought and won here, before we can 
enter into the heavenly Canaan. We must 
ask Jesus to do this for us. We cannot fight 
this battle by ourselves, by which I mean, we 
are not able to overcome our sins without the 
help of Christ. He must do it for us, and we 
must go to Him in earnest prayer, and beg 
Him to do so. He is willing to help the 
youngest child that will ask Him, and is 
always ready to hear and answer their prayers* 
The next time we read of Joshua is in Ex. 
xxiv. 13, where he is called Moses* minister, 
and in Numbers xi. 28 he is called Moses* 
servant. In like manner our blessed Lord was 
a servant before He was a Saviour. He 
took upon Him the form of a servant, and 
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spent His life in the service of God and man. 
We may remark here, that as in the case of 
Joshua and our Lord, before honour was hu- 
mility ; it is just the same now. If we ever 
hope to be exalted to heaven, we must be 
humble on 6arth. If we wish for the most 
exalted rank, that of a child of God, it must 
be gained by humbling ourselves at the cross 
of Christ, and earnest prayer for the Holy 
Spirit to renew our evil nature. When 
Joshua went to spy out the land of Canaan 
with the men from' the other tribes, he and 
Caleb were the only two that had courage 
enough to wish to take it ; all the rest were 
faithless and timid. They saw and thought 
only of the powerful people and high walls; 
they did not remember that greater was He 
that was with them than all that could be 
against them. It was from want of faith in 
the power of God that they were so faint- 
hearted. Joshua and Caleb did all they could 
to encourage the people. They made a beau- 
tiful address to them. (Numbers xiv. 7 — 9.) 
Just turn to the passage. "And they spake 
unto all the company of the children of Israel, 
saying. The land, which we passed tl^ough to 
search it, is an exceeding good land. If the 
Lord delight in us, then he will bring us into 
this land, and give it us; a land which floweth 

n2 
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with milk and honey. Only rebel not ye 
against the Lord, neither fear ye the people of 
the land; for they are hread for us: their 
defence is departed from them, and the Lord is 
with us : fear them not." 

Instead of doing as Joshua and Caleb ad- 
Tised, the people wished to stone them with 
stones^ and would probably have done so if the 
Lord had not appeared in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before all the children of IsraeL 
The Lord was extremely angry with the 
Israelites on account of their unbelief, and, 
but for the intercession of Moses, would haye 
destroyed the whole people. Do let us remark 
here what a very great sin unbelief is ! I fear 
it is not sufficiently thought about, and that 
a great many people are committing the very 
same sin as the Israelites, without even know- 
ing it. I will tell you what I mean. The 
Lord has offered us all a promised land, very 
superior to Canaan ; He has told us the way 
to get to it ; He has told us what enemies we 
have to overcome ; He has given us directions 
how to conquer them; and He has not only 
oSered us this beautiful country, but com- 
manded us to make it our own. You all know 
what I mean, I daresay. You know that 
Canaan is a type of heaven. The wilderness, 
of this world ; the Amalekites and Canaanites, 
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of our sins; and Joshua (the leader and de- 
liverer of the Israelites), of our blessed Saviour. 
But, do you believe all this ? If you do, you 
will show that you do, by being very earnest 
in trying to possess the heavenly Canaan. Sy 
going to Jesus for strength to overcome sin 
and Satan; by earnest prayer for His Holy 
Spirit to fight against your besetting sins, and 
by diligently using all means that God has 
commanded in order to be true Christians, and 
heirs of God and heaven. Now, unless you 
are doing all this, remember, you are com- 
mitting the very same sin that these Israelites 
did, and which made the Lord so very angry ; 
and if you continue in this negligence, you 
will have the very same punishment. The 
Lord did not allow one of these faithless people 
to enter the promised land. He allowed them 
to live forty years in the wilderness, a year for 
each day that they had been in Canaan, and 
then they died. 

It will be just the same now with all who 
show the same unbelief. They will be allowed 
to live a few years here, some more, some 
less, but they shall never see the heavenly 
Canaan, nor share with Christ's people the 
glories of it. 

The Lord told Moses to encourage and 
strengthen Joshua, for He should cause the 
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people to inlieiit the land. Deut. liL 28: 
'' But chaige Joshua, and encourage him, and 
strengthen him: for he shall go over before 
this people, and he shall cause them to inherit 
the land.** And in Deut. xxxiv. 9, we read, 
'* And JoAua the son of Nun was full of the 
spirit of wisdom ; for Moses had laid his hands 
upon him : and the children of Israel hearkened 
unto him, and did as the Lord commanded 
Moses.** Here we see that Joshua was a type 
of our Lord, of whom it is said, — Isai. xliL 1, 
'* Behold my servant, whom I uphold; mine 
elect, in whom my soul delighteth ; I have put 
my spirit upon him : he shall bring forth judg- 
ment to the Gentiles.'* There are many pas- 
sages that you might find out which speak of 
the wisdom of our Lord, which, perhaps, would 
make our lesson too long now. The first public 
miracle that Joshua was commanded to work, 
was taking the Israelites through the river 
Jordan. That river, you know, lay between 
the wilderness and Canaan ; so, of course, the 
people were obliged to cross it before they 
could get into the promised land. We read 
in Joshua iii. 7, " And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, This day will I begin to magnify thee 
in the sight of all Israel, that they may know 
that, as I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee." You must read the account of this 
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passage through the river Jordan from the 8th 
yerse to the end of the 4th chapter of this book of 
Joshua, You will find that it was when the feet 
of the priests that bare the ark touched the 
waters, that the river was divided, and the 
water on each side stood up on an heap, so 
that the people passed through the midst on 
dry land. All this transaction is beautifully 
typical of what the Lord Jesus Christ does for 
His people. As the river Jordan lay between 
the wilderness and Canaan, so there is some- 
thing we must pass through when we leave 
this world to get to heaven. David calls it 
" the Valley of the Sliadow of Death " (Ps. 
xxiii. 4), the passing from this world to the 
next. Joshua led the Israelites safely through 
their river Jordan; and we must look to our 
Joshua, the Lord Jesus Christ, to lead us safely 
through ours. 

None of the Israelites were in the least 
frightened : they trusted in their leader. They 
knew that the Lord had given him power to 
dry up the waters, and they followed him 
without fear or anxiety. The Ark, you know, 
was a type of the Lord Jesus Christ ; it was 
when the Ark was carried into the waters, that 
they dried up. So, it is the presence of Christ 
in the time of death which makes the passage 
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easy and pleasant to His people^ even joyfviL 
They have no fear, because He is with them. 
But it is not so with others. Only those who 
have Christ for their Saviour^ can bear to face 
that last enemy, death. 

Dear children, take your sins to Jesus, and do 
not rest until you know that He has taken them 
all away ; then, when your last trial comes, you 
will be calm and happy. All your trials here 
will then be over! The Israelites had been 
forty years in the wilderness. They had met 
with many trials ; often their hearts had failed 
them. They were tired and weary. " Hungry 
and thirsty, their soul fainted in them " (Ps. 
cvii. 6) ; but, as we read in the 7th verse, " and 
He led them forth by the right way, that they 
might go to a city of habitation.*' So you, 
children, as well as those that are older, will 
find that there are many trials and sorrows 
in this world ; many things for us all that are 
very hard to bear. But we must think of our 
promised land, and keep close to our Joshua, 
and then we shall be carried safely through all, 
to our city which hath foundations, whose 
Builder and Maker is God. 

It was at the river Jordan, you see, that God 
first openly showed Joshua to the people as 
their leader, and it was in the same river that 
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the Lord first publicly owned the Lord Jesus 
Christ at His baptism, and proclaimed Him to 
be His own well-beloved Son. 

The Lord commanded Joshua to set up 
twelve stones in the midst of the river Jordan 
to be a memorial of this passage through it ; 
so, our blessed Lord chose twelve apostles to 
be witnesses of all that He did in the land of 
Canaan* 

Thus, Joshua led the Israelites out of the 
wilderness into the promised land. There 
was no longer a miraculous cloud to lead them, 
or manna to feed them. This may teach us, 
that when we have passed through our Jordan, 
the Valley of the Shadow of Death, all ordi- 
nances shall cease. We shall no longer need 
the written Word of God, when we shall have 
the living Word, Christ Himself. We shall 
not want memorials of Christ when we are 
with Him. All His people shall see Him face 
to face, and shall know even as they are known. 
(1 Cor. xiii. 12.) 

We must next speak of Jericho, the accursed 
city. We read, Joshua vi. 26, " Cursed be the 
man before the Lord that riseth up and buildeth 
this city Jericho : he shall lay the foundation 
thereof in his firstborn, and in his youngest 
son shall he set up the gates of it." We may 
be sure that this was an extremely wicked city ; 
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no mercy was to be shown to man or woman, 
old or youngi even the cattle were all destroyed, 
and the Israelites were not allowed to touch 
anything in it for fear they should bring a 
curse upon themselves. No doubt this was 
one of the most wicked of all the Canaanitish 
cities. It seems to have been a stronghold of 
Satan ; and there are very minute particulars 
given us concerning the taking of it, all in- 
tended to teach us spiritual lessons. 

I suppose no city was ever besieged in so 
remarkable a way as Jericho. There were no 
swords or staves or guns used, or any of those 
weapons with which people usually make war. 
Joshua and the armed men were to walk once 
round the city for seven days. But not they 
only. The priests were to accompany them, 
carrying the Ark. They were to blow with 
trumpets of rams' horns, and on the seventh 
day they were to do so seven times. I daresay 
the unbelieving people in Jericho thought all 
this very ridiculous. They did not see any- 
thing to fear in a few priests carrying an ark, 
and blowing with their trumpets. But they 
found that the foolishness of God is wiser than 
men; and the weakness of God is stronger 
than men. (1 Cor. i. 25.) On the seventh day, 
by God's command, they walked round the city 
seven times, and the seventh time they gave a 
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shout, and the walls of Jericho fell down. The 
Israelites then took the city, and destroyed 
every living creature in it. 

Now all this teaches us the way in which 
the Lord Jesus Christ overthrows the strong- 
holds of sin, and everything that opposes 
itself to His Gospel. The Israelites were not 
allowed to use any other weapon than the 
rams' horns with which they blew. So, the 
voice of the Gospel, when faithfully preached, 
is God's means of overthrowing sin and de- 
stroying the power of the devil. St. Paul 
tells us, 2 Cor. x. 4, " For the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strongholds." It 
was by the power of God that the walls of 
Jericho fell down at the sound of the trumpet, 
and it is by the same power now that sinners 
are converted and the power of the devil 
destroyed, when God's ministers preach His 
Gospel. Just let us learn from this that when- 
ever we hear a sermon preached, we should 
pray that the Holy Spirit may take it home 
with power to our hearts, because without that 
it will never be of any use to us. The next 
thing we have to speak about is the saving 
of Rahab. It was a wonderful thing to find 
a true believer in that accursed city. But 
Rahab certainly was such, because her faith 
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was proved to be genuine by her works. 
Joshua saving Rahab maj be a type of our 
Lord saving Gentiles as well as Jews. Rahab 
became a convert to the Jewish faith, and 
married a prince n^uned Naasson. So, when a 
sinner is converted to Christ, he becomes one 
of his Church, or bride, and is made one with 
a Prince and Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ. 

We must notice, too, the scarlet line that 
Bahab hung out of her window. There is a 
great lesson to be learned from that. The 
agreement was, you know, that Rahab was to 
bind a scarlet hne in her window. Joshua 
ii. 18, 19, — "Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of scarlet thread 
in the window which thou didst let us down 
by : and thou shalt bring thy father, and thy 
mother, and thy brethren, and all thy father's 
household, home unto thee. And it shall be, 
that whosoever shall go out of the doors of thy 
house into the street, his blood shall be upon 
his head, and we will be guiltless : and whoso* 
ever shall be with thee in the house, his blood 
shall be on our head, if any hand be upon 
him." 

Here we find that all who were in the house 
where the scarlet line hung, were to be saved* 
If they went out they were certain to be de- 
stroyed, so that you see the safety of the 
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people depended on their being under the pro- 
tection of the scarlet line. Now do you not 
see what a beautiful type this is of the blood 
of our Lord Jesus Christ? We, who are all 
sinners^ will be destroyed for ever in hell 
unless these sins are taken away. But, as 
where the scarlet line hung all were safe, so all 
who have the precious blood of Christ sprinkled 
on their conscience are perfectly safe, and are 
saved for ever. I wish you would find some 
texts which teach us that it is by the blood of 
Christ only that our sins can be taken away. 

Another nice subject, too, is the faith of 
Rahab. As she hung out the scarlet line 
because she believed^ so it is by faith, by 
believing in the Lord Jesus Christ, that we 
get His precious blood to cleanse us from our 
sins. 

A third nice subject would be that true faith 
is shown by our works. Rabab showed that 
her faith was a living, true faith, by her 
actions. One apostle speaks of her faith, 
another of her works; and we must always 
remember that if we have real faith, we shall 
prove that we have, by leading holy lives. 

There is another type of our Lord that 
teaches us the same truth as the scarlet line, 
vhich I should think you can tell me. (Ex. 
xii. 12, 13.) 
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We have only now to speak of Joshua as a 
conqueror. He overcame all his enemies, sub- 
dued all the Canaanitish kings, and took pos- 
session of the promised land. He led the 
Jews into Canaan and gave them possession of 
the country. So, our Lord Jesus Christ con- 
quered sin, Satan, and death, and He conquers 
these enemies now, in His people. Joshua 
bade his captains put their feet upon the necks 
of the Canaanitish kings, in token of complete 
victory, and our Joshua commands us to fight 
against and overcome the devil, the world, and 
our own sinful passions. When that is done. 
He leads His people to their promised rest, 
their heavenly Canaan. 

Moses was not allowed to lead the people 
into Canaan, but Joshua was ; by which we are 
taught that the law, or the works of the law, 
can never be the means of taking us to heaven. 
Moses was a great lawgiver — Joshua, a great 
deliverer. The law, so far from taking us to 
heaven, only shows us that we have forfeited it. 
But it has a great purpose. It is meant to 
show us our need of Christ. Look at Gal. iii. 
24f : " Wherefore the law was our schoolmaster 
to bring us unto Christ, that we might be 
justified by faith." We are to be guided by 
the law, governed by it, in this wilderness 
world, but not saved and brought into heaven 
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by it. That is the work of our Joshua, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. I hope you all will try to 
understand this clearly, it is of such very great 
importance. 

There is no fault recorded in Joshua's cha- 
racter, and we know that there was no sin in 
our blessed Lord. (John xiv. 30.) The two 
chief graces in Joshua's character seem to have 
been his decision, and courage. ^When the men 
who had been to spy out the promised land 
brought back such a discouraging account, 
Caleb and Joshua only, declared they were able 
to take it. Joshua was a very courageous 
man, and never turned aside from following 
the Lord. There is a beautiful speech of his 
recorded in the ^th chapter of the book of 
Joshua that I wish you all knew by heart. It 
is the 15th verse : " If it seem evil unto you 
to serve the Lord, choose ye this day whom 
ye will serve; whether the gods which your 
fathers served that were on the other side of 
the flood, or the gods of the Amorites, in 
whose land ye dwell : but as for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord." Here, you 
see, he tells the Israelites to make their choice. 
He had quite made up his own mind, and 
he was determined to abide by it, and so he 
did. Let us do the same; let us resolve to 
serve the Lord fully , to serve Him with all our 
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hearty and give ourselves heartily up to His 
service. We shall never repent of doing that. 

We find the secret of Joshua's courage and 
decision in Numbers xxvii. 18^ where we read, 
''And the Lord said unto Moses, Take thee 
Joshua, the son of Nun, a man in whom is the 
Spirit^ and lay thine hand upon him." That 
was the cause of Joshua's courage and decision : 
the Spirit of the Lord was in Him. There are 
many passages which speak of Joshua's courage, 
which it would be nice to look out. Joshua is a 
noble example for us ; let us try to be like him 
—courageous and decided in the ways of Grod. 
All who are, are a blessing to others, and lead 
happy lives themselves. But never forget that 
the only way to attain these, or any other 
graces, is by going to Jesus in prayer for His 
Spirit. Oh, how I wish that every child, who 
reads or hears this, would make up their minds 
to imitate Joshua, and not him only, but a 
greater than he ! 
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DAVID. 

We are to read about David to-day, and he is 
a favourite with most people, I believe. We 
know he was a favourite of the Lord's, for we 
read that the Lord called him ^'a man after 
his own heart" (1 Sam. xiii. 14) ; and, as we 
examine the character of David, we are not 
surprised at the Lord's preference. 

There can be no doubt that David is a type of 
our blessed Lord. His very name, David, 
which signifies beloved, seems to teach us that 
our David should be beloved both by God 
and man. This name, David, is often applied 
to Christ, in the Old Testament. There are 
a great many passages in which our Lord is 
called by this name; so that we cannot be 
vnrong in saying that David is a type of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

I should like you to find these passages out, 
and, too, the passages in which the promises 
made to David, apply also to the Lord Jesus 
Christ : such as 2 Sam. vii. 16. 

The place of David's birth, Bethlehem, you 
all know, was the place where Jesus was bom. 
The Prophet Micah, 700 years before our 
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Lord's birthy prophesied that He should be 
bom in Bethlehem, — ^Mieah v. S : " But thou, 
Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little 
among the thousands of Judah, yet out of thee 
shall He come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel ; whose goings forth have been 
from of old, from everlasting." 

David and our Lord were both very much 
persecuted early in life. Saul tried hard to 
take David's life, and David was the inno- 
cent cause of the death of eighty-five priests 
of the Lord, besides the whole city of Nob, 
— 1 Sam. xxii. 18, 19: ''And the King 
said to Doeg, Turn thou, and fall upon the 
priests. And Doeg the Edomite turned, 
and he fell upon the priests, and slew on that 
day fourscore and five persons that did wear 
a linen ephod. And Nob, the city of the 
priests, smote he with the edge of the sword, 
both men and women, children and sucklings, 
and oxen, and asses, and sheep, with the edge 
of the sword." All this came to pass through 
Abimelech the priest asfisting David when 
be fied from Saul, as we read in I Sam. xzi« 
In like manner Herod sought to destroy the 
infiuit Jesus, and the innocent children in 
Bethlehem were put to deadi. David escaped, 
and the Lord Jesus escqied, because it is im- 
possible lor any one to injure, or even toodl» 

I fS 
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a child of God without the Lord's permission : 
but there were innocent sufferers who perished 
in the cause of both David and our blessed 
Lord. 

David had many persecutions, and much 
cruel treatment from Saul. The beautiful 
manner in which he bore all: his meek, for- 
giving spirit, his readiness to serve the man 
who constantly tried to take away his life, 
show him in these, and other respects too, 
to be a very fitting type of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

We must remember that David lived in a 
time when the laws were much less strict than 
they are now. At tha ttime the law was. Eye 
for eye, tooth for tooth, life for life. So that, 
if David had killed, or tried to kill Saul, in 
return for his trying so often to kill David, the 
law of God then^ would not have condemned 
him. David, however, never attempted to 
return evil for evil, or to take away Saul's life, 
neither would he allow his followers to do so ; 
which shows us how much he had of His 
Master's Spirit. No wonder the Lord called 
him a man after His own heart ; so He would 
any child, or man, or woman, who would do 
the same now. 

We know it is our duty now to return good 
for evil; no doubt you can bring more than 
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one passage from Scripture where we are com- 
manded to do so. The Lord expects every 
one of His children to obey this command, 
and it is a bad sign if you do not try to keep 
this as well as all the other commands of God. 
How will David rise up in judgment against 
those who not only do not obey this command, 
but do not even attempt it ! We see in this 
respect how David was a type of Him who 
prayed for His very murderers, and not only 
prayed, but shed His precious blood for them. 
Here, as usual, as indeed always^ we see how 
superior is our blessed Lord to every type. 
How much more worthy of our affection ! 

David, like his Lord, was a man of many 
sorrows. His own brethren seem to have 
hated him. They were probably jealous of the 
honour God had put upon him. His eldest 
brother, Eliab, spake very unkindly to him, 
and pretended to think that David had 
neglected his duty at home, from pride and 
naughtiness of heart. 1 Sam. xvii. 28, — 
" And Eliab, his eldest brother, heard when he 
(David) spake unto the men; and Eliab's 
anger was kindled against David, and he said. 
Why earnest thou down hither ? and with whom 
hast thou left those few sheep in the wilder- 
ness ? I know thy pride, and the naughtiness 
of thine heart, for thou art come down that 
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thou mightest see the battle.** So, our Lord's 
brethren were most unkind to him : constantly 
reproving Him, and putting the worst con- 
struction on His words and actions. Cven His 
nearest relations did not belieye in Him. 
(John vii. 5.) One of David's trials, perhaps 
the most bitter of any, seems to be very 
typical of our Lord's, in many particulars, — I 
mean when his wicked son Absalom, and his 
own subjects, rose up in rebellion against him. 
They drove him from Jerusalem and tried to 
take his life. Ahithophel, David's most trusted 
friend, turned against him, and joined his 
enemies. David passed over the brook 
Kedron, weeping and barefoot. 8 Sam. 
XV. 80, — " And David went up by the ascent 
of Mount Olivet, and wept as he went up, and 
had his head covered : and he went barefoot ; 
all the people that was with him covered every 
man his head, and they went up weeping as 
they went up." 

All this reminds us how our David, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, passed over the brook Kedron 
the night before He was crucified. His own 
people, the Jews, enraged against Him, deter- 
mined to put Him to death. One of His chosen 
disciples, Judas, betrayed Him. Jesus, like 
David, felt what it was to be betrayed by a 
friend. The very same Scriptures are applied 
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to Ahithophel and Judas, which you will see if 
you turn to Psalm cix. 8, — " Let his days be 
few, and let another take his office ; " and Acts 
i. 16 — ^20,: — " Men and brethren, this scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled, which the Holy 
Ghost by the mouth of David spake before 
concerning Judas, which was guide to them that 
took Jesus. For he was numbered with us, and 
had obtained part of this ministry. Now this 
man purchased a field with the reward of 
iniquity ; and falling headlong, he burst asunder 
in the midst, and all his bowels gushed out. And 
it was known unto all the dwellers at Jerusalem ; 
insomuch as that field is called in their proper 
tongue, Aceldama, that is to say, The field of 
blood. For it is written in the book of Psalms, 
Let his habitation be desolate, and let no man 
dwell therein: and his bishopric let another 
take." There are other passages that I should 
like you to find out about Ahithophel and Judas, 
that clearly prove that Ahithophel was a type of 
Judas. We must notice, too, their death. Both 
committed suicide. Ahithophel, in disgust at 
finding that his advice was not taken, went 
home and hanged himself. Judas, disappointed 
at his wicked schemes not answering, also 
destroyed himself. So perished both those 
miserable traitors. 
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DaTid did many things that were plainlj 
typical of the Lord Jesus Christ. His battle 
with, and victory oyer Goliath, was one of his 
most striking deeds. You remember, I dare- 
say, how Goliath defied the children of Israel, 
challenged every one of them to fight him, and 
blasphemed the Grod of Israel. All except 
David were afiraid to accept his challenge. 
David determined to fight this giant. King 
Saul had offered great rewards, and one of his 
daughters, for the wife of anyone who should 
conquer this dreadful Philistine. 

At this time David was not more than seven- 
teen years old, but he felt sure that God would 
help him, and enable him to get the victory. 

There is a beautiful account of all this in 
1 Samuel xvii. I suppose you know that 
chapter well. Read now from verse 32 to 51, 
and you will see that David got the victory over 
Goliath entirely by trusting in the power of 
God. He took no armour, no weapons, except 
his staff and his sling. In all this David is as 
much an example for us, as a type of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

We have, all of us, a dreadful enemy, that is 
always trying to destroy us ; if we hope to get 
the victory over him, we must do as David did, 
trust in God to help us, pray to Jesus to fight 
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for 11S9 and in us, and by His Spirit enable us 
to overcome Satan and sin, and whatever would 
keep us from heaven. 

Let us see how the Lord Jesus has done so. 
Goliath is a fitting type of the Devil, who tries 
hard to destroy God's people, and who defies 
and blasphemes God. A great reward is offered 
by God for the overthrow and destruction of 
the Devil. Our blessed Lord undertakes 
to overcome and conquer him. Our Lord, 
we find, in doing so, "looked to His re- 
ward." Look at Heb. xii. 2, -^ " Looking 
imto Jesus the author and finisher of our 
faith ; who for the joy that was set before 
Him endured the cross, despising the shame, 
and is set down at the right hand of the throne 
of God." 

It was, you see, the joy that was to follow 
the victory, that supported Jesus under His 
sufferings. 

Now, which of you can tell what that joy 
was ? What was the reward our blessed Lord 
expected, when He overcame Satan, sin, and 
death ? It was the joy of saving you from hell. 
That was the reward He toiled, and suffered, 
and died for. The joy of suffering in your 
stead, and of having His people share His 
happiness in heaven. Look at Isaiah liii. 11, — 
'' He shall see of the travail of His soul, and 
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shall be satisfied : by His knowledge shall my 
righteous servant justify many ; for He shall 
bear their iniquities." 

He is so anxious to save souls that He is in 
pain until it is done. Oh ! do think of this, dear 
children, and give your hearts to this loving 
Saviour. 

David fought for an earthly bride, for 
earthly riches; Jesus suffered for a heavenly 
bride; for you, for heavenly, unsearchable 
riches, that He might bestow them upon 
you. See in this, as in every other type, how 
superior is the antitype, the Saviour. No man 
or angel could have done what our blessed Lord 
did ; none would have done it if they could. 

Like David, Jesus met with rude and rough 
usage from His brethren; but this did not 
stop Him. As David took only his staff and 
sling, so Jesus had only His Cross, wherewith 
to overcome Satan. 

Nothing could have seemed less likely to save 
us, and conquer Satan, and sin, and death, than 
our Lord being nailed to a cross of wood; 
but the Lord's ways are not as our ways, nor 
His thoughts as our thoughts. By death, which 
has been called the devil's sword, our Lord 
destroyed him that had the power of death, 
and delivered all His people from its power. 

Then, again, David took the stronghold of 
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Zion from the Jebusites^ and Zion was called 
the City of David. Here David always lived ; 
very remarkable things are said of this Mount 
Zion ; and I wish you would find as many 
texts as you can on this subject. The Lord 
Himself is said to love Mount Zion. Psalm 
Ixxxvii. 2, — " The Lord loveth the gates of 
Zion more than all the dwellings of Jacob." 
And too in Psalm Ixxviii. 68, — " But chose the 
tribe of Judah^ the mount Zion which He 
loved." So, when our Lord comes to reign over 
the earth, we are told it shall be on Mount 
Zion. Isaiah xxiv. 23, — " Then the moon 
shall be confounded, and the sun ashamed, 
when the Lord of hosts shall reign in mount 
Zion, and in Jerusalem, and before His ancients 
gloriously." 

Thus David, conquering the Jebusites, and 
dwelling in their city, is typical of our blessed 
Lord taking the Gentiles for His people, and 
delighting to dwell among them. 

David was a type of our Lord in three more 
respects, — as a Shepherd, a Prophet, and a 
Eang. David used to attend to his father's 
sheep, before he was called to Saul's Court. 
Perhaps that was the happiest part of his life. 
He had little peace after that time, for Saul 
soon began to persecute him ; and it was not 
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until he was thirty years old that he became 
King. 

There is something very beautiful in the 
calling of a shepherd. The care he takes of 
his sheep, his constant watchfulness, the green 
pastures, and the cool waters that he leads 
them to ; all is so beautifully typical of our 
Shepherd, our blessed Lord. He says Himself, 
you know, " I am the good Shepherd ; " and 
adds, in proof of this, " The good Shepherd 
giveth His life for the sheep." See what care 
Jesus takes of His sheep. Read John x. S7, 
28, 29: "My sheep hear my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow me : and I give 
unto them eternal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man pluck them out 
of my hand. My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than all; and no man is able 
to pluck them out of my Father's hand." 
There, you see, Jesus promises that His people 
shall never be lost, that He will keep them safe 
for ever, and never let Satan snatch them away. 
Jesus never loses one of His sheep. He keeps 
them as the apple of His eye. (Deut. xxxii. 
10 ; and look, too, at Zech. ii. 8.) Think, too, 
of the watchfulness of Jesus over His people. 
Look at Isa. xxvii. 3, where the Lord is speak- 
ing of His people under the similitude of a 
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vineyard. See what a loving, watchful Shep- 
herd Jesus is. Then, too, as a shepherd leads 
his flock to the purest waters and hest pastures, 
so does Jesus feed His people with the hread 
of life. Look at John iv. 14 : " Whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall give him 
shall never thirst ; hut the water that I shall 
give him shall he in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life " ; and John 
vi. 85 : " And Jesus said unto them, I am the 
Bread of Life : he that cometh to Me shall 
never hunger; and he that believeth on Me 
shall never thirst.** There is somethin&r very 
endearing in our blessed Lord condescenlg to 
call Himself a Shepherd. It helps us to un- 
derstand better His great love and care and 
tenderness to His people. 

David, too, was a type of our Lord as a 
Prophet; but, as we have seen that others 
were so also, we will only speak now of David 
being such a striking type of our Lord as 
a King, King of Jerusalem, the very city 
where Jesus Himself shall reign when He 
comes again. A great many people do not 
think enough of this : all Christians believe 
that our Lord will come to judge the world. 
They talk of the Day of Judgment, and no 
doubt expect our Lord to come then. But 
many do not seem to believe that He will 
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leaUy leign and be a King over the whole 
earth. Still, we are told over and over again, 
that it shall be so. 

We will look out a few passages now that 
teU ns this, and I should wish you to find many 
more. Before our Lwd was bom, the angel 
Gabriel told Maiy that she should have a son. 
Look at Luke L 31, 32 : " And, behold, thou 
shalt conceiye in thy womb, and bring forth 
a Son, and shalt call His name Jesus. He 
shall be great, and shall be called the Son 
of the Highest: and the Lord God shall giro 
unto Him the throne of his father David." 
Here, you see, it is expressly said that our 
Lord should have the throne of David. We 
know quite well that as yet our blessed Lord 
has had no earthly throne. He came and lived 
in the world as a very poor man. So far firom 
being a King, He was only a servant. So far 
from having a throne, He had not even where 
to lay His head. We are quite sure, there* 
fore, that that prophecy is not yet fulfilled. 

It is at His second coming that our Lord 
will be a King. Nowj He is so in a spiritual 
sense. He reigns in the hearts of His people. 
But we are sure that it cannot be in a spiritual 
sense that He is to have the throne of David. 
We are to expect that promise to be literally 
fulfilled. So, in Isaiah ix. 7, we are told, " Of 
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the increase of His government and peace there 
shall he no end, upon the throne of David, and 
upon His kingdom, to order it, and to establish 
it \?ith judgment and with justice from hence- 
forth even for ever." Look, too, at Jer. xxiii. 
5, 6: '' Behold, the days come, saith the 
Xiord, that I will raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and a King shall reign and prosper, 
and shall execute judgment and justice in the 
earth. In his days Judah shall be saved, and 
Israel shall dwell safely : and this is His name 
whereby He shall be called. The Lord our 
Righteousness.'' Read, too, the whole of 
Fsalm xlv. 

These, and many other passages, speak of our 
Lord's coming in glory to reign over the earth. 
Here we see, too, how superior our Lord is 
to His types. David only reigned over the 
land of Canaan ; our Lord will reign over the 
whole earth. Zech. xiv. 9: "And the Lord 
shall be King over all the earth : in that day 
shall there be one Lord, and His name one." 
The Jews are looking anxiously for the time 
when their Messiah shall come to reign over 
them. There are so many more prophecies 
of our Lord as a glorious King than as a suf- 
fering Saviour. The Jews overlooked the last, 
and expected Christ to come at once as King. 
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They ought to have believed both; and we 
ought to believe both. 

We know that our Lord has lived on earth 
in a suffering state, — ^that He has suffered and 
died, and ascended up to heaven. Now let us 
beware that we do not fall into the same mis- 
take as the Jews. They overlooked our Lord's 
first coming and humiliation ; let us not over- 
look His second coming and reign of glory. 

The last thing I shall speak of in which 
David was a type of our Lord was his desiring 
to find a place for the temple of the Lord. 
David's loving heart felt grief that he should 
dwell in a house of cedar, and the ark of the 
Lord in curtains. See how warmly he ex- 
presses himself in Psalm cxxxii. 3, 4, 5, — 
'^ Surely I will not come into the tabernacle 
of my house, nor go up into my bed; I will 
not give sleep to mine eyes, or slumber to mine 
eyelids, until I find out a place for the Lord, 
an habitation for the mighty God of Jacob.'* 
David sent for Nathan, and said how much he 
wished to build a temple for the Lord; and 
Nathan encouraged him to do it. But the 
Lord did not allow it ; He would not allow a 
man of blood to build Him a temple, but 
promised that his son Solomon should do so 
instead. We see here, in David's desire to 
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find a place for the God of Jacob to rest in, a 
type of our Lord Jesus Christ, who longed to 
build a temple for God — not a temple made 
with hands, but a resting-place in the hearts of 
His people. As we shall have to speak of this 
in Solomon's history, I shall not say more of it 
here, except to remind you that it is your 
heart that the Lord delights to rest in. He 
does not desire a splendid earthly temple, such 
as the Jews had, but he does desire to come and 
dwell in your hearts. Jesus, you know, says, 
Rev. iii. 20, — " Behold, I stand at the door 
and knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come in to him, and will 
sup with him, and he with me." You see He 
says, if any man will open the door He will 
come in. So, if any child will go to the Lord 
Jesus and pray for His Spirit, that Spirit will 
be given, and Jesus himself will dwell in that 
child's heart. See, then, that Jesus reigns in 
your heart now, that you may reign with Him 
in His kingdom hereafter. Let Him be your 
Prophet to teach you, your Shepherd to guide 
and keep you, and He will be, too, your 
Saviour to save you. 

Often think of the meek, forgiving spirit 
that David showed, and try to be like him ; for 
this is, too, to be like your blessed Lor^. . i 

K 
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Imitate David, too, in his prayerfulness. 
Seven times a-day he praised the Lord (Psa. 
cxix. 164), and his delight in the Word of 
God was such, as may put many of us to shame, 
I fear. 

I should like you to find some texts in which 
David speaks of his love for God's Word, and 
I would ask you if you feel the same ? Do 
you love to read your Bible ? Is it a pleasure 
to you, or is it a task ? If you feel that it is 
not a pleasure, that other books are more 
interesting, go and ask your Saviour to make 
you love it; ask Him, whenever you read it, to 
send His Holy Spirit into your heart to make 
you able to understand the wonderful things 
that are written in His blessed Word. Re- 
member David's prayer, " Open Thou mine 
eyes, that I may behold wondrous things out 
of Thy law." (Psa. cxix.) 

If you pray earnestly in this way, you will 
soon begin to love your Bible, you will soon 
find beauties in it that you never saw before ; 
and more than this, the Holy Spirit that shows 
you the beauty of God's Word, will show you 
also the beauty and preciousness of Him who 
inspired it, and you will be able to say with 
the woman of Samaria (John iv.), — " Now we 
believe, not because of thy saying; for we 
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have heard Him ourselves, and know that this 
is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world/'

The next personal type of our Lord Jesus 
Christ is Solomon. That he is a type we know, 
because what the Lord said of Solomon by 
Nathan the Prophet, is applied to the Messiah 
by St. Paul. 2 Sam. vii. 12, 13, 14,—" And 
when thy days be fulfilled, and thou shalt sleep 
with thy fathers, I will set up thy seed after 
thee, which shall proceed out of thy bowels, 
and I will establish His kingdom. He shall 
build an house for my name, and I will esta- 
blish the throne of His kingdom for ever. 
I will be His Father, and He shall be my 
Son." And verse 16, — " And thine house and 
thy kingdom shall be established for ever before 
thee : thy throne shall be established for 
ever." 

Now turn to Heb. i. 5, where the very same 
words are spoken of our Lord, — "For unto 
which of the angels said He at any time. Thou 
art my Son, this day have I begotten thee? 
And again, I will be to Him a Father, and He 
shall be to me a Son ? " 

Then, too, Solomon in his soDg of songs. 
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the Canticles, as they are called, speaks of our 
liord under the name of Solomon ; all in that 
song that is said of Solomon should be applied 
to, and was evidently written for, Christ. So, 
we are safe in saying that Solomon was indeed 
a type of our blessed Lord. There are many 
respects in which Solomon resembles our Lord, 
though, like the rest of the types, he falls very 
far short of the Antitype. 

The first thing I would mention is Solo- 
mon's remarkable and uncommon wisdom. 
Solomon was chosen by Grod to succeed his 
father David as King of Israel, after David's 
death. 

The Lord appeared to Solomon in a dream 
at Gibeon, and asked him what he should like 
to have. I suppose you all remember Solo- 
mon's choice. He did not ask for money, or 
honour, or any worldly advantages that we 
hear people talk so much about. No, he did 
not mention anything of this sort. He asked 
the Lord for the best gift, wisdom. The 
account is so beautifully given in 1 Kings, 
chapter iii., from the 3rd to the 15th verse, you 
must turn to the passage and read it. 

The Lord, you see, was very much pleased 
with Solomon's choice, and promised that 
Solomon should be very wise, that none should 
equal him. It must have been a great tempta- 
tion to Solotnou when the Lord made this offer,- 
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to choose money, or something of that sort. 
Every one naturally likes riches, and power, 
and such things. As a king especially, Solo- 
mon might have thought how much good he 
could do yffith great wealth, if the Lord gave 
it to him. Or, he might have thought 
how happy it would make him. I believe 
many think so now, but they are much 
mistaken. Solomon knew that there was 
something better than anything this world can 
give, and that was wisdom. So, we find 
he asked the Lord for that. As a reward 
for choosing the best gift, the Lord did give 
him what he did not ask for, great riches and 
prosperity ; so that, in these respects too the 
Lord promised that none should equal him. 

Now, before we see how, in this respect of 
wisdom, Solomon was a type of our Lord, I 
must put a question to each of you. If the 
Lord were to ask you what you would like 
Him to give you, what would you choose? 
The Lord has already given you His greatest 
gift, which is His own Son to die for you ; 
but there is another gift that He offers you, 
without which you will never value this gift of 
Christ. I suppose I need hardly say, that gift 
is His Holy Spirit. Would you really rather 
have that gift than much money ? Would you 
rather have it than anything else ? Then go to 
JTesus and beg Him to give it to you. Remind 
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Him of His promise in Luke xi. 13, — ** If ye 
then, being evil, know how to give good gifts 
unto your children: how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask Him ? " 

Of course you see that, in respect of this 
wisdom, Solomon was a type of our Lord, of 
whom we read. Col. ii. 3, — " In whom are hid 
all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge." 

The Lord gave Solomon what he asked for, 
a very wise and understanding heart; there 
was no one half so clever as he. He made 
three thousand proverbs, and a thousand and 
five songs. He knew every plant that grew, 
from the cedar of Lebanon, to the hyssop on 
the wall. He understood the nature of every 
beast, and bird, and fish, and insect. Look at 
1 Kings iv. 29—34. 

He was so learned a scholar that no question 
was to6 hard for him ; so wise as a judge, no 
case was too difficult for him to decide* He 
was the wisest man that ever lived. Kings far 
and near came to see him. The Queen of 
Sheba took a very long journey to see him. 
She said how happy even his servants must be to 
wait upon such a king. Our Lord speaks of 
this Queen of Sheba, Matt. xii. 42. You 
must read the account of her visit in 1 Kings 
X. 1—10. 
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So we see that the Lord kept His promise, 
and made Solomon the wisest man in the world. 
Solomon's great wisdom, however, was but a 
very faint shadow of our Lord Jesus Christ's. 
Solomon understood a great deal more than 
other men, but the Lord Jesus Christ under- 
stands all things, even the very thoughts and 
intents of the heart. There was no question 
too hard or learned for the Lord Jesus to 
answer. Even as a child of twelve years old, 
we find He astonished the learned rabbis or 
teachers in Jerusalem. There is one question, 
the most difficult that ever was asked, that our 
Lord has answered. No one else ever could. 
Micah asks it in his 6th chapter, 6th and 7th 
verses, — " Wherewith shall I come before the 
Lord, and bow myself before the high God ? 
shall I come before Him with burnt offerings, 
with calves of a year old ? Will the Lord be 
pleased with thousands of rams, or with ten 
thousands of rivers of oil ? shall I give my 
firstborn for my transgressions, the fruit of my 
body, for the sin of my soul ? " 

Micah could find no remedy ; the covenant 
of works that the Lord gave the Jews to keep, 
— " Do this and live," they found they could 
not keep. Job asks the same question (xxv. 
4, 5) ; and every one that is taught by the 
Holy Spirit is brought to ask this question too. 
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It is just the same question as the jailer at 
Philippi asked. Acts xvi. 30, — " What must I 
do to be saved ? " It is the one thing that we 
all want to know, more than anything else. 
The Lord Jesus Christ has answered this hard 
question, and He has done more than this* 
He has, by His love and wisdom, not only 
formed a plan by which He could satisfy God's 
justice, and yet save us from going into ever- 
lasting punishment, but He has accomplished 
His plan, so that now all who go to Him may 
be pardoned and saved. 

Solomon was a very wise, discerning judge. 
In his reign every one had justice, for the 
Lord gave him great discernment. He showed 
this, you remember, when the poor woman 
went to him about her child ; all the people 
were very much pleased at this. We read, 
1 Kings iii. 28, — *' And all Israel heard of the 
judgment which the king had judged ; and they 
feared the king: for they saw that the wisdom 
of God was in him, to do judgment." No 
doubt, on this account, Solomon's reign was a 
time of great peace and comfort to his subjects. 
In this respect he is a type of our Lord — a 
type of what our Lord shall be. Jesus has not 
yet reigned or been a judge over the earth, but 
He will be. Isaiah, speaking of the glory of 
Christ's millennial kingdom, says (xxxiii. 22 ) 
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— " For the Lord is our Judge, the Liord is our 
Lawgiver, the Lord is our King ; He will save 
us." And all the 1 1 th chapter of Isaiah is taken 
up with a description of our Lord judging* and 
ruling over the earth. His judgment will he 
perfect, because He can read every heart, and 
see every thought. There are many passages 
in Scripture which speak of our Lord as a 
Judge, both in the Old and New Testament. 
You must look them out, and always remember 
that it is not only on the day of judgment, as 
we call it, the day on which our Lord comes, 
but for the thousand years that will follow His 
coming, that our Lord is to be a Judge, a 
Lawgiver, and a King. 

Solomon was both judge and king, and, in 
both respects, a type of our blessed Lord. 

Another respect in which Solomon was a type 
of our Lord was his speaking three thousand 
proverbs, and a thousand and five songs. Our 
Lord, by His Spirit, dictated all the Scriptures, 
and inspired Solomon himself. 

Solomon, again, was a type of our Lord in 
respect of riches. Solomon was extremely 
rich ; the Lord was so pleased with him for 
not asking for riches, that He promised, He 
would give him great wealth and honour, as 
well as wisdom. 

I think we, very few of us, really consider 
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low very rich Solomon was. We are so apt 
to read our Bible without realizing the wonder- 
ful things it tells us. Just think what Solo- 
mon's provision was for only one day. Thirty 
measures of fine flour, sixty measures of meal. 
Thirty oxen, a hundred sheep, besides harts 
and roebucks, and fallow deer, and fatted fowl. 
Think of his having forty thousand horses! 
Then, again, we are told that silver was so 
very abundant in Solomon's reign, it was 
thought nothing of. It was looked upon as 
stones in Jerusalem. All his drinking-vessels 
w^ere of gold, none of silver. Every vessel 
in the house of the forest of Lebanon was 
of gold. If you read the account of Solo- 
mon's immense wealth in 1 Kings x., from the 
11th verse to the end, you will see that Solo- 
mon was indeed the richest, as well as the 
wisest of kings. The Lord had said that it 
should be so, and we know that all that God 
promises shall certainly be performed. Per- 
haps you will be surprised when I tell you 
that in this respect of riches too, Solomon was 
'a type of the Lord Jesus Christ. But it cer- 
tainly is so. When the Lord Jesus was on 
earth He was a very poor man, supposed to 
be the son of a carpenter : so very poor that 
He told His disciples that the birds of the 
air were better oif than He, for He had not 
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even where to lay His head. But it will not 
be so when He comes again. The riches of 
Christ are infinite. Not the angels themselves 
could count them up. St. Paul calls them the 
"unsearchable riches of Christ." (Eph. iii. 8; 
and, again, Col. i. 27.) The riches of our 
blessed Lord are not to be imagined or de- 
scribed. We read in 1 Cor. ii. 9, " Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love Him." Solo- 
mon made silver as the stones, and the Lord 
Jesus makes all the pomp and glitter and 
wealth of the world, to be as dross and dung. 

The description of the heavenly city, in 
Rev. xxi., is very grand and beautiful. The 
walls were made of precious stones ; the gates 
of pearls; the streets were paved with gold. 
Even this description, we may be sure, falls 
very far short of the reality. Here we see 
that gold is trodden under foot, — that gold, 
that we are apt to think so very precious! 
This beautiful account of the Heavenly Jeru- 
salem is, no doubt, intended to help us to believe 
what wonderful things the Lord has laid up 
for them that love Him ; so that, as Solomon's 
wisdom was foolishness compared with Christ's, 
so his riches compared with our Lord's, were 
but poverty. Solomon, too, had a very large 
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dominion. He reigned over all the kingdoms, 
from the Euphrates to the Midland Sea^ and 
the corner of Egypt. But our Lord will have 
a much larger dominion. He shall be King 
over all the earth. We found out texts to 
prove this in speaking of David. Solomon's 
was a very glorious kingdom, but a very faint 
shadow of the kingdom of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. So we find in every respect, in every 
particular in which another is a type of Christ, 
it is, it can be, but the faintest shadow of His 
excellences. 

Never forget, dear children, that the use 
of studying the types, the advantage to be 
got from it, is leading us to see how ex* 
ceedingly lovely, how extremely superior our 
Lord Jesus Christ is to every other created 
being. We do not think half enough of this. 
We do not believe as we ought, — that He is 
indeed the most loving, affectionate friend, the 
most sympathizing Brother to every one of His 
people. All I hope, from your studying thes^ 
personal types, is, that you may be led to love 
the Lord Jesus Christ more, and cling closer 
to Him. If these lessons do not lead you to 
this, it would be better for you if you had 
never had them. 

Another very important circumstance in So- 
lomon's reign which we must believe is typical 
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of our blessed Lord's, is the perfect peace that 
his people enjoyed nearly the whole of it 
The name Solomon, signifies *' rest ;** and until 
nearly the end of his reign, the whole kingdom 
enjoyed peace. The Lord promised David 
that it should be so. David, you remember, 
was distressed at living in a beautiful cedar 
house, while the ark of God was only in a 
tabernacle made with curtains, and he wished 
to build the Lord a temple. But the Lord 
would not allow him to do this. Read 
1 Chron. xxii. 7, 8, 9 : " And David said to 
Solomon, My son, as for me, it was in my 
mind to build an house unto the name of the 
Lord my God: but the Word of the Lord 
came to me, saying. Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great wars : thou 
shalt not build an house unto my name, be- 
cause thou hast shed much blood upon the 
earth in my sight. Behold, a son shall be 
born to thee, who shall be a man of rest ; and 
I will give Him rest from all his enemies round 
about : for his name shall be Solomon, and I 
wilt give peace and quietness unto Israel in his 
days." 

We find by this, that it was by the Lord's 
appointment that Solomon's reign was one of 
rest — a time in which His temple should be 
built. This peaceful reign is plainly typical 
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of the coming reign of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
When the Lord Jesus Christ comes again, we 
know that He is to reign over the earth a 
thousand years. (Rev. xx. 1 — 6.) During 
that time there will he perfect /peace and hap- 
piness. There is a beautiful description of it 
in many places in Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, 
Daniel, and some of the lesser prophets. Ze- 
chariah gives many particulars of this future 
kingdom. It would be a very profitable study, 
if you were to look out and write in a little 
book, all the passages which speak of this 
glorious kingdom that our Lord is going to set 
up on the earth. Your little book would soon 
be full, and you would understand it much 
more clearly than by merely receiving it as 
a truth of Scripture in a general way. Of 
course the fulfilment of this part of Solomon's 
history as a type of our Lord is future, but 
there is a present fulfilment, too, which we 
must not overlook. Whenever the Lord Jesus 
Christ reigns in a sinner's heart there is peace. 
You may each of you test the truth of this 
for yourselves. Only get the bki^sed Saviour 
lo come and reign in you and dwell in you by 
His Spirit, and you will certainly have peace. 
It is the Saviour's own promise (John xiv. 
26, 27),— '^ But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will send in my 
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name. He shall teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, whatsoever I 
have said unto you. Peace I leave with you, 
my peace I give unto you: not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid." No one 
ever went to Jesus and asked Him to fulfil 
that promise, and was disappointed. Solomon's 
marriage with Pharaoh's daughter is also con- 
sidered typical of our Lord calling the Gentiles. 
Solomon does not seem to have been reproved 
for marrying this Egyptian, and we are told at 
the same time that it is mentioned, that Solomon 
loved the Lord, walking in the statutes of David 
his father. Our blessed Lord has taken the 
Gentile Church for His bride, and as at his 
marriage Solomon brought Pharaoh's daughter 
into Jerusalem, so, at the coming of Christ, 
His Gentile bride shall be taken up to the 
Heavenly Jerusalem, to dwell with Him for ever. 
We are come now to the chief thing in which 
Solomon was a type of our blessed Lord, which 
was in building the glorious temple at Jeru- 
salem. It is a most interesting subject, and 
you will find that the more you study it, the 
more you will be pleased. There were a great 
many directions given about the building of 
this temple, and they all have a spiritual mean- 
ing. There was to be no noise made in building 
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the temple — ^no axe or hammer, or any tool of 
iron, was heard in the temple. All was done 
at a distance — the stones hewed and squared, 
and made to fit into their appointed place, 
before they were brought. The number of 
men who laboured was very great — eighty 
thousand who hewed out the stones in the 
mountains, and seventy thousand that carried 
burdens, besides between three and four thou- 
sand who ruled over the people that worked. 
We may notice, too, the time that Solomon 
took to build the temple (seven years), and its 
immense expense. The whole of the temple 
tras overlaid with gold, the cherubims, also, 
and all the flowers and ornaments were of 
gold. Now all this should remind us of what 
the Lord Jesus Christ has done, and is doing 
still, in the building of His temple the 
Church. 

In considering Noah as a type of our Lord, we 
found many texts that speak of the Church as the 
temple of God, so that it is not necessary to do 
so now. If you turn to Eph. ii. 19 — 22, you 
will be reminded that the Church of Christ is 
called a temple, and that it is a temple built 
for a special purpose. Yer. 22, '' In whom ye 
all are builded together for an habitation of 
God through the Spirit." Solomon built the 
temple for the Lord to dwell in. 1 Kings 

L 
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Viii. 13, — ** I have surely built thee an house 
to dwell in, a settled place for thee to abide in 
for ever." So, the Lord has promised to dwell 
in the hearts of His people* 2 Con vi. 16, — 
^* For ye are the temple of the living God ; as 
God hath said, I will dwell in them^ and walk 
in them; and I will be their God, and they 
shaU be my people." 

Solomon's temple was most splendid^ we are 
sure, but it has passed away, and was a faint 
shadow indeed of the temple that the Lord 
Jesus is building now. That temple shall 
endure for ever. No one can conceive the 
glory of that. Every child that is converted 
to Christ is an addition to that lovely building. 
As the stones were all prepared and cut, away 
from Jerusalem, and no noise was heard^ or 
tools employed, in fitting them into the temple, 
so the work of God's Spirit in the hearts of 
His children is a quiet work. Each stone (and 
you must consider each stone as a tjrpe of a 
child of God) was fitted and made ready in the 
mountains, and then brought into Jerusalem. 
So, the Lord prepares His children here, tries 
them, afflicts them, teaches them, sanctifies them, 
and makes them meet for the Heavenly Jeru- 
salem. Foreigners were employed in building 
Solomon's temple, and Gentiles are now busy, 
working with the Lord in building the temple 
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of the Lord Jesus Christ. I mean by that, 
trying to lead sinners to Jesus. I should think 
the Jews and Hiram's servants must have 
thought it a great honour to work at Solo* 
mon's temple. So magnificent a building had 
never been seen ; and as each man brought his 
stone and laid it down cut^ and hewn, ivnd 
polished^ I dare say he felt a sort of pride and 
gladness. NoW| what do you say to the honour 
of working for Christ's glorious temple? Is 
not that a much greater honour f Do you not 
think it is a much greater thing to bring souls 
to Christ ? to lead others to love Jesus^ and be 
made a part of His living temple ? Did you 
ever notice in reading the New Testament that 
those who do this are actually called labourers 
with God ? Look at 1 Cor. iii. 9, and 2 Cor. vi. 1. 
And there are other passages which speak of 
God's working with His people, and by them, 
that it would be well for you to look out. Of 
,all great honours, I think this is the greatest, 
to work with God for His temple. Per- 
haps some of you think you are too young, or 
too poor to work for the building of tliis 
temple. But that is a mistake. You can 
every one of you bring one stone to God's 
temple ; and even one, you know, increases the 
size and beauty of the building. What is the 
one stone you can each bring ? You can each

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bring your own heart and give it to Jesus. 
You can each by prayer for His Holy Spirit 
give yourself to Him, and get Him to take 
you into His glorious, incorruptible temple. 
Let no children say that they cannot work for 
God's temple; God commands every one to do 
so. Remember, the more earnestly you work, 
the more holy you become ; the more fervently 
you serve God, the more glorious shall you be; 
the more splendidly you shall shine in the 
temple above. The great number that worked 
in Solomon's temple are no doubt typical of 
that ''great multitude, which no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, and 
people, and tongues, that stood before the 
throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with 
white robes, and palms in their hands." (Rev. 
vii. 9.) These had all worked for God*s 
temple. They had all, at any rate, brought 
one stone. I think the time, seven thousand 
years, that Solomon took to build his temple, 
has a spiritual meaning. But as it is impos- 
sible to be sure of a spiritual truth imless it is 
plainly told us in God's Word, I shall not tell 
you my thoughts about that ; but you can try 
if you can think of any probable fulfilment of 
time in the building of Christ's temple. The 
last thing I shall speak about is the immense 
expense of this temple of Solomon. Just 
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think of Solomon having to pay more than 
a hundred and fifty thousand men, besides the 
costly materials of this splendid building ! AU 
"within of gold! It seems to us, as it really 
was, a most expensive work — such a work as 
no one since has ever thought of undertaking* 
But, costly as it was, it was but a faint shadow 
of the price our blessed Lord paid for His 
Church, His own precious blood. Well might 
St. Peter say (1 Peter i. 18, 19), "Foras- 
much as ye know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver and gold, 
received by tradition from your fathers; but 
with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb 
without blemish and without spot." No, in- 
deed, no gold could have bought the Church 
of Christ. All the gold on earth, all the pre- 
cious stones in this and ten thousand other 
worlds, could never buy the pardon of even 
one sin. Nothing short of the blood of Christ 
could satisfy the justice of God, and enable 
Him to forgive sinners. Rest satisfied that if 
that price had not been paid, not one child 
could ever have been brought into the body or 
temple of Christ. 

Let the thoughts of Solomon's temple lead 
you all, dear children, to think more of Christ. 
Try and help Jesus to build up His temple, 
and determine that, at any rate, you will each 
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of you bring one stone towards it, by giving 
your own heart to Him, and yielding yourself 
up to His service for ever.

The reign of our Lord 
Jesus Christ over the earth 
for a thousand years will 
be one of perfect peace and 
happiness. 
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The last personal type of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is Jonah. His history is very strange 
and interesting; and though there seems to 
be little in his character that reminds us of 
our blessed Lord, in his calling and circum- 
stances there is, perhaps, more than we might 
suppose at first sight. That Jonah is a type 
of the Lord Jesus Christ we know, because 
our Lord compares Himself to him. The 
scribes and pharisees, you remember, asked 
our Lord to give them a sign. It would be 
hard to say what sign they wanted; but, I 
suppose, they wished our Lord to do some 
very wonderful thing before their eyes to 
prove that He was God. One would have 
thought that raising the dead, restoring the 
sight to the blind, and such miracles as Jesus 
was constantly working, would have been signs 
enough to prove who our Lord was. But 
nothing is of any use if people have prejudiced, 
unbelieving hearts. Our Lord refused to give 
any other sign than the prophet Jonah, saying 
(Matt. xii. 39, 40), " An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a sign ; and there shall 
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no sign be given to it, but the sign of the prophet 
Jonas : for as Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whale's belly ; so shall the Son of 
man be three days and tlnree nights in the heart 
of the earth.** 

We may just learn from this, that, if we 
do not choose to seek true knowledge in the 
way the Lord has appointed, and that way 
we all know is by earnest prayer and study of 
His blessed Word, we shall be ignorant, and 
die in our ignorance, and be lost in it. The 
Lord will not make any other way for us. 

Let us see, now, in what respects Jonah was 
a type of the Lord Jesus Christ. In the first 
place Jonah was a preacher, and was com- 
manded by the Lord to preach repentance* 
Jonah was the first person that was commanded 
to preach to the Gentiles. He was told to go 
to a very large Gentile city, Nineveh, and 
exhort the people there to repent; to tell 
them that if they did not, in forty days their 
city should be overthrown. 

In like manner our Lord was a preacher sent 
from God, and the first doctrine He preached 
was the doctrine of repentance^ Look at Matt; 
iv. 17 : " From that time Jesus began to preach, 
and to say, Repent : for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand." John the Baptist preached the 
same doctrine, and our Lord commanded His 
disciples to do the same, Mark vi. 12 : *' And 
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they went out, and preached that men should 
repent " ; Luke xxiv. 47 : " And that repent- 
ance and remission of sins should be preached 
in His name among all nations^ beginning at 
Jerusalem." In our Lord's first sermon (Luke 
iv. 15 — 21) He speaks of the prophecy of 
Isaiah, Ixi. 1, 2, 3, and tells the Jews that now 
that prophecy was fulfilled. 

I wish you to notice particularly that our 
Lord and His disciples always begin with the 
same truth — the doctrine of repentance. I 
suppose you all know that repentance does not 
only mean sorrow for sin : it means much 
more than that. Repentance is a change of 
mind, a turning away from sin. It means the 
same thing as being bom again : and I daresay 
you all remember what was the very first thing 
our Lord told Nicodemus. (John iii. 3). There 
are other .passages which teach us the same 
doctrine, that it would be well for you to look 
out by next Sunday. Jonah, then, was a type 
of our blessed Lord in being a preacher; in 
the doctrine he preached; and the people to 
whom he preached. 

There were a great many people in Nineveh. 
It was the capital of Assyria, which was a very 
large, powerful kingdom. As Jonah was the 
first preacher that was sent to a heathen people, 
so our Lord was ordained to be a light to the 
'Gentiles, to give them salvation unto the ends 
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of the earth, — ^Isa. xlix. 6 1 *' And He said| 
It is a light thing that thou shouldest be my 
servant to raise up the tribes of Jacob, and to 
restore the preserved of Israel : I will also give 
thee for a light to the Gentiles, that thou mayest 
be my salvation imto the end of the earth." 

Jonah was very imwilling to obey the Lord* 
He did not like his work. Perhaps he felt the 
same jealousy as the Jews always showed, at 
the idea of the heathen being admitted to their 
privileges* You remember Peter at first ob- 
jected to preaching to the Gentiles. He would 
rather have preached to the Jews, if the Lord 
had given him his choice ; but he obeyed his 
Lord's command, and immediately began his 
appointed work. We read the account of this 
in Acts X. Jonah was determined to disobey 
God, and sets out on a journey to another 
heathen city, Tarshish ; hoping, I suppose, that 
there he should hear no more such troublesome 
commands. We read (Jonah i. 3), that, finding 
a vessel going to Tarshish, " he paid the fare 
thereof, and went down into it, to go with them 
imto Tarshish, from the presence of the Lord." 

We only read of one other person that 
attempted to do this. I say, attempted ,• be- 
cause, you know, it is impossible for any 
one to go from the presence of the Lord. 
There is no spot on the earth, or under the 
earth, where the eye of God is not upon us« 
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"We are taugbt this ia Psalm cxxxix., and 
many other passages of Scriptuie, vhich you 
might find. It is a truth we should always 
recollect. If you could hut always bear iu 
mind those four words, " Thou G-od seest 
mel" you wotild not dare utter an untruth, 
or a wroDg or hasty word. It would help you 
to do many things that are right, however 
difficult ; and keep you from doing many 
things that are wrong that we always find easy. 
Cain is said to have gone out from the presence 
of the Lord ; and, as we are not told that he 
ever repented of doing so, or sought to obtain 
the Lord's forgiveness and favour, we must sup- 
pose that he died as well as lived, in a hardened, 
impenitent state. The Lord was merciful to 
Jonah, and would not allow his vricked plan to 
answer, Jonah went to Joppa, and found a 
vessel going to Tarshish ; paid his fare, and set 
out on his wicked, rebellious journey, I daresay 
he thought that now everything would he easy. 
He would be excused from doing his disagree- 
able work, tmd the Lord would think no more 
about him. Happily for him, the Ixird 
think about him, and was determined to 
him from his own wickedness. 

The Lord sent a most dreadful storm, sc 
all in the ship with Jonah thought they si 
certainly be drowned. They were all 
much frightened, and began to call upon 
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heathen gods to save them. All this time 
Jonah was asleep, and the master of the ship 
seems to have heen yery angiy with him for 
heing so insensible as to sleep, while they were 
all in such danger* He went and woke Jonah, 
and desired him to get up, and pray that his 
God might save them. 

It is not at all likely that Jonah did pray. 
How could he expect the Lord to deliver him, 
when he knew that the Lord sent the storm to 
punish him for his disobedience ? You know 
David says (Psalm Ixvi. 18), *^ If I regard ini- 
quity in my heart, the Lord will not hear me.'* 
If we are determined to go on in sin, of course 
it is only a mockery to pray. Indeed, what 
could we pray for ? Not pardon ; because, 
though the Lord will save us from our sin. He 
will not save us in it. What blessing could we 
ask, or expect God to give, while we knew we 
were displeasing Him ? 

Jonah seems to have made no answer; but 
the men in the ship suspected that it was for 
some sin that this storm was sent, and they deter- 
mined to find out by drawing lots, who it was that 
was guilty. The lot fell upon Jonah ; and now, 
finding it impossible to deceive them, Jonah 
owns what he had done. I suppose he felt that 
it was no use concealing the matter, and that 
he might as well be drowned by himself as with 
them. Accordingly, he told them to cast him 
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into tbe sea, for that the tempest was sent for 
his sake, and that, if he were punished, the 
storm would be hushed. The men worked 
bard, we find, to save Jonah from his dreadful 
fate, but it was no use. The sea was very 
rough, and they could not get to land. All 
this time Jonah was certainly doing very wrong. 
If he had prayed to the true God as earnestly 
as the poor heathens did to their false ones, and 
humbled himself, and repented of his sin, I 
have no doubt the Lord would have delivered 
him. For He is a kind and gracious God^ 
always willing to hear and help us. 

Dear children, whenever you are in any trouble^ 

before you tell any one else, go and tell God ; 

go and ask Him to help you, whatever the 

trouble may be. Whether it is sin — and that 

ought to be the greatest trouble of all, — or 

sickness, or any accident, always remember, no 

,one is so well able to help you as God, and no 

one is half so willing. Jonah, we see, did not 

do this; so the men,^ after they had rowed a 

long time, prayed to the Lord that He woidd 

not lay innocent blood upon them, or let them 

perish on account of Jonah. You find, they 

.prayed to the Lord^ — I suppose for the first 

time in their lives* After they had prayed, 

they took up Jonah and cast him into the sea, 

and then '^the sea ceased from her raging." 

We may hope that all this was greatly blessed 
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to these poor heathen men in the ship ; for 
we read that " they feared the Lord exceed- 
ingly, and offered a sacrifice unto the Liord, 
and made vows." (Jonah i. 16.) 

Now, in all this we see a great deal that 
foreshadows what took place in the life and 
death of our hlessed Lord. We see here, as 
we always do, how far, far superior the Liord 
Jesus Christ is to any living being. How much 
more love, and power, and goodness. He exer- 
cised than any one of those whose characters 
or. circumstances we believe to be typical of 
His. Jonah was cast into the sea for his own 
offences. The people belonging to the ship 
were very unwilling to do it, and earnestly 
prayed that Jonah's blood might not be laid 
to their charge. In these respects Jonah's his- 
tory was just the opposite to our Lord's. The 
Lord Jesus Christ was given up to death, not 
for His own offences, but for the sins of others, 
the just for the unjust.' He was crucified by 
the hands of wicked men. (Acts ii. S3.) Those 
wretched murderers, instead of praying that 
the blood of Christ might not be laid to them, 
actually prayed that His blood should be on 
them, and on their children. A prayer that, 
we know, was heard, as all prayers are, and 
fearfully answered also, in the destruction of 
thousands of men, women, and children, at the 
time wl^en Jerusalem was destroyed. Li all 
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these particulars we see, that what happened 
to Jonah was more of a contrast^ than a like- 
ness, to the circumstances of our Lord's death. 
There are respects, however, in which our 
Lord's history and Jonah's are very much 
alike* 

In the first place, it was hy his own consent, 
and even his own proposal, that Jonah was 
cast into the sea. Jonah seems to have heen 
willing that the others should he saved hy his 
death ; so, our Lord Jesus Christ willingly 
offered up Himself to save us ; patiently en- 
dured death, that we might have life — pleading 
with His dying hreath for His murderers. In 
the same manner as, after Jonah was cast into 
the sea, the storm ceased, the men's lives were 
saved, and we may even hope their souls saved ; 
so, hy the death of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
God's anger is appeased, His justice satisfied, 
and the many for whom the Saviour died, even 
some of His very murderers, saved. 

The Lord, we read, had prepared a great 
fish to swallow up Jonah, and he remained in 
the helly of the fish three days and three 
nights. We have our Lord's own authority 
for saying that this was typical of His heing 
three days and three nights in the grave, — 
Matt. xii. 40 : *' For as Jonas was three days 
and three nights in the whale's helly; so shall 
the Son of man he three days and three nights 
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in the heart of the earth.'* The belly of the 
whale may well be considered a type of the 
grave. Jonah calls it the belly of hell, and no 
doubt it must have been a most horrible place. 
We can hardly fancy anything so shocking as 
being shut up in the belly of a fish, but it 
seems to have been of use to Jonah. It was 
while he was in the whale's belly that we first 
read that he prayed to God. There is nothing 
said of his praying before that ; but now he 
prays in earnest, and prays in faith too ; and 
the Lord heard his prayer, and delivered him 
from his dreadful situation* 

We must see in all this part of Jonah's his- 
tory how very good the Lord was'^ to him. 
Jonah tried to go out from the presence of the 
Lord, and if the Lord had allowed him to do 
so he would have gone to a worse hell than the 
whale's belly. But the Lord was very merciful 
to him, and would not give him up. He sent 
him a dreadful trial. He cast him for three 
days and three nights into a most horrible 
place. After haviilg been in the sea, and 
probably felt all the horror and terror of death, 
— death, I mean, while under the vnrath of God, 
— there is no terror in death to the Lord's 
people, — the Lord allowed Jonah to feel all 
this, to save him from enduring what was much 
worse for ever and ever. So we know that now 
the Lord's dealings are the same with His 
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people. He sends them trials and difficultieg 
here, to lead thetn to look to, and long for, that 
place where there shall be no trials, no difficul- 
ties, because no sin. Jonah was alive these 
three days and three nights in the whale's 
belly ; and our Lord waSi as Crod, alive those 
three days and nights in heaven, that He lay in 
the grave. 

Jonah got no 'harm in his dreadful prison, 
which, of course, was miraculous; and the 
Lord Jesus Christ saw no corruption in the 
grave, which also could only be by the power 
of God. After three days the Lord spoke to 
the whale, and commanded it to cast forth 
Jonah on the dry land, which it did. Jonah 
was once more restored to the light of day, and 
was delivered from his dreadful imprisonment. 
In like manner our Lord burst the bonds of the 
grave, and rose the third day from the dead. 
In this respect, too, we see how far superior 
our Lord was to His type, 

Jonah had no power to deliver himself from 
the whale's belly. It was by the command of 
God that the whale cast forth Jonah. W 
as well as every other creature, are as 
hound and obliged to obey God, as man. 
had not the least power to deliver hi 
Our Lord, on the contrary, by His own 
rose from the dead. He told Hia discipl 
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before His death. Look at John x. 17, 18, — 
" Therefore doth my Father love me, because I 
lay down my life, that I might take it again. 
No man taketh it from me, but I lay it down 
of myself. I have power to lay it down, and I 
have power to take it again. This command- 
ment have I received of my Father." 

So, again, it is not likely that the whale was 
injured at all by having had Jonah in its belly. 
But Jesus destroyed for ever the power of the 
grave which received Him. There is no sting 
in death now, and the grave has no victory now 
over a believer. Look out 1 Cor. xv. 65, 56, 
57, — " O death, where is thy sting ? O grave, 
where is thy victory ? The sting of death is 
sin ; and the strength of sin is the law. But 
thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ." 

So we see in this respect how incomparably 
superior our blessed Lord is to His type. 
Jonah once more receives the command of 
God to go to Nineveh and preach. We can 
well imagine how delighted he must have been 
at being once more restored to earth, — to see 
the beautiful world that Ood has made so lovely, 
with its bright skies, shining sun and stars, and 
green trees and fields, — to breathe once more 
the fresh air, and hear the sound of the singing 
birds, after having been shut up in his horrible 
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prison ! There, of course, he could see no- 
thing ; and if he heard anything, it could only 
be the monster roaring, that imprisoned him. 
I daresay it was the happiest moment of his 
life when he made his escape, or rather, I 
should say, when the Lord made it for him. 

Now, I want you to think if there is any 
time in the life of a real child of God that we

may compare to this time in Jonah's history ? 
What do you say to the moment when one of 
God's people leaves this world to go and dwell 
for ever with our blessed Lord ? What is all 
this world, with all its beauty and grandeur, do 
you think, in comparison of that glorious place 
where Jesus dwells ? 

Beautiful as this world is, it is but a dark 
shadow of the Saviour's future kingdom. All 
that is most lovely here can be but a faint type 
of what is to come, and falls as far short of it as 
do the types we have been considering, of 
their glorious Master. 

Jonah then, we may be sure, was very much 
delighted at being once more restored to earth ; 
and, no doubt, what made him still more so, 
was being restored also to God's favour. At 
last he was ready to do the Lord's will, and go 
and preach at Nineveh. His preaching was 
attended to by the King of Nineveh and his 
people, and the city was saved. 
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This seems to be typical of our Lord being 
delivered from the grave, and ascending up to 
heaven. Before His ascension, He commanded 
His disciples to go and preach to the Gen- 
tiles, and the Gentiles, like the Ninevites, 
received the Word of God gladly. 

I have said that sometimes the types of our 
Lord present a contrast instead of a likeness ; 
and now we find that Jonah does so in a 
melancholy degree. Instead of rejoicing that 
the Ninevites were saved, Jonah was angry, 
and again behaved very ill. 

See how different the Saviour's mind ! He 
wept over Jerusalem because the people would 
not repent, and gave up His life for those who 
hated Him. Jonah was sorry, because he felt 
that his importance as a prophet was lessened 
by the Lord turning away from His anger, and 
saving the city. He would have been better 
pleased that a hundred and twenty thousand 
people had perished, than that his prophecy 
should not come to pass. Oh, what selfishness 
was that ! How unlike our blessed Lord ! He 
not only wept over the impenitent, but died 
that they might be saved. The rest of Jonah's 
history, as far as we know it, is very painful. 
His fretfulness and impatience are a sad con- 
trast to the longsufiering and patience of the 
Lord, who, by a gentle, but forcible lesson, we 
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may hope^ convinced him of the sinfubiess of 
his unreasonable discontent. 

Let the history of Jonah lead us to feel how 
foolish, how hopeless it is to set up our will 
against the Lord's ; how impossible it is for 
us to do one single thing unless the Lord per- 
mit us ; how sure that every letter of God's 
Word shall certainly come to pass. Let us 
study that Word of God every day of our life, 
and, instead of trying to get away from God, 
let us daily go to Him by Jesus; daily ask 
Him to show us what He would have us to do, 
and, by His Spirit, enable us to do whatever 
duty He appoints. 

In studying the types of our blessed Lord, 
let us try to imitate them, inasmuch as they 
resembled Him. Let us try to be like Noah, 
in his faith ; Isaac, in his obedience ; Joseph, 
in his patient, forgiving spirit; Jacob, in his 
prayerfulness ; Moses, in his meekness and dis- 
interestedness ; Joshua, in his courage and de- 
cision ; David, in his spirituality of mind ; and 
Solomon, in his wisdom in choosing the best gift. 

Jesus is able and willing to make us all that 
His grace made them. You will find in study- 
ing the characters of holy men in God's Word, 
that they generally fail at one time or other in 
the very grace in which they have made the 
greatest progress. Thus we find Abraham, 
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
